RUXTON CONVICTED 
GETS DEATH FOR 
BEEFTUB MURDER? 


English Jury Decides Doc- 
tor Strangled Wife, Dis- 
membered Body, Threw 


It Into Ravine. 


JUDGE PRONOUNCES 
SENTENCE AT ONCE 


Physician Has to Be Sup- 
ported by Four Attend- 
ants as Court Condemns 
Him to Be Hanged. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANCHESTER, England, March 
13.—Dr. Buck Ruxton was convict- 
ed today by a jury of the “Devil’s 
Beeftub” murder of his wife and 
immediately sentenced to death by 
hanging. The jury was out an hour 
and two minutes. 

Supported by four court attend- 
ants, the doctor stood whitefaced 
before the bench as he heard the 
verdict. 

The jury decided he had stran- 
gled his wife, dismembered her body 
and thrown it into a lonely ravine 
called the “Devil’s Beeftub,” near 
the Scottish border. 

Dr. Ruxton was also charged with 
having killed a nursemaid, Mary 
Jane Rogerson, because she saw 
him kill his wife. 

Justice Singleton placed 
“black cap” on his head as 


turned to Dr. Ruxton and said: 

“The law knows but one sentence 
for the terrible crime you have com- 
mitted.” 


Dr. Ruxton listened to the Judge 
as though stunned. He muttered 
several broken sentences, then slow-

He -repeated the gesttire 
as two wardens came to help him 
from the dock. After Dr. Ruxton 
had been led away, Justice Single- 
ton offered to excuse the members 
of the jury from further jury serv- 
ice for life, “because of the dread- 
fu. and gruesome details” they had 
been forced to hear. This action 
was. said to be almost without prec- 
edent. 


A Circumstantial Case. 


The close of the Crown’s case 
came exactly five months to the 
day after Dr. Ruxton haa been ar- 
rested. With its decision, the jury 
climaxed an 11-day trial, during 
which witnesses for the Crown had 
told of finding clothes, carpets and 
walls of the doctor’s home spattered 
with blood. The Crown's case 
based on circumstantial evidence, 
was ended late yesterday. 

Near the ena of his long sum- 
ming-up, the Justice referred to 
testimony that part of one body, 
found in the ravine had been wrap- 
ped in a romper suit of one of Dr. 
Ruxton’s children. 

He said to the jury: “Does it 
not establish the case for the pro- 
secution as a case has never been 
established before on circumstan- 
tial evidence?” 

Justice Singleton also pointed out 
to the jurors that the dismember- 
ment of the bodies had been done 
“by a person of some anatomical 
skill.” 


“A Peculiar Thing.” 


Referring to the physician's ad- 
mission that he and his wife had 
had a number of tiffs, the Judge 
declared “the fact that two people 
quarrel doesn’t mean that one kills 
the other.” 

On the other hand, Justice Sin- 
gleton questioned whether Mrs. 
Ruxton and Mary Jane Rogerson, 
the nursemaid, would have gone 
away and left the three Ruxton 
children at home, as Ruxton said, 
without even sending a postcard or 
inquiring as to their health. 

“What a peculiar thing it is if 
he has been left alone with the 
children in the house and if he has 
cut his hand with a knife or tin 
opener and if there is nothing 
wrong, he should pull up the stair 
carpets or some of them,” the Judge 
commented. 

Justice Singleton picked up a 
blood-stained stair pad from the 
Ruxton home and asked the jury: 
“If you will look at the blood on 
that, can you conceive of its being 
the result of a dripping hand? 

The Crown charged Dr. Ruxton 
killed the women in a jealous fit 
and dismembered the bodies in his 
home, leaving tell-tale bloodstains, 
before tossing the remains in the 
ravine. 

Through the closing speech of his 
attorney last night, Dr. Ruxton sat 
with his head in hands and his eyes 
closed. 

As Norman Birkett, noted attor- 
ney, who heads the defense, con- 
cluded, however, the Indian-blood- 
ed physician leaned over the dock

Warrants charging evasion of a 
total of $24,005 in Federal income 
taxes for 1929 were issued by 
United States Commissioner John 
A. Burke today against Vito, Gae- 
tano and Salvator Viviano, broth- 
ers; the Viviano & Bros. Macaroni 
Manufacturing Co.; Serafino d’Al- 
lesandro, former secretary of the 
company, and the Viviano estate. 

The charges were made by United 
States District Attorney Harry C. 
Blanton on affidavits filed by Paul 
N. De Foe, special agent of the in- 
telligence unit of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau. They were based on 
returns due March 15, 1930. The 
six-year limitation on filing of such 
charges would expire Sunday. 

Charges in Six Warrants. 

Evasions charged in six war- 
rants were: Gaetano Viviano, 
$8449; iVto Viviano, $6752; Salva- 
tore Viviano, $5285; the macaroni 
company and the four individuals, 
$2747 in taxes on the company; 
Vito Viviano, as administrator of 
the estate of another brother, 
Pietro, $591; the Viviano estate and 
the four individuals, $18 in taxes 
on the estate. 

It was alleged that Gaetano Vivi- 
ano had a gross income of $82,319 
in 1929, was entitled to deductions 
of $8525 and owed a tax of $8465, 
but that . return showed his 
gross income as $18,641, claimed de- 
'ductions of $9302 and resulted in 
payment of a tax of $16. 

Vita Viviano, it was charged, had 
a gross income for 1929 of $68,855, 
was entitled to deductions of $2893 
and owed a tax of $6767, but, in his 
return, stated his gross income as 
$14,280, took deductions of $4993 and 
paid a tax of $14. 

As to Salvatore Viviano, it was 
alleged that his gross income for 
1929 was $67,140, allowable deduc- 
tions were $8559 and the tax due 
$5269, but that his return gave his 
gross income as $17,519, deducted 
$8559 and resulted in a tax pay- 
ment of $11.21.

Detectives led by Mayor Frank 
Couzens forced their way into Ty- 
ler’s home and found him slumped 
on the basement floor. 

“The investigation will go on, 
Mayor Couzens said. “We _ don’t 
know how many others may have 
been involved.” 

Police Inspector John Hoffman 
said Tyler, in the last year and a 
half, had purchased four expensive 
automobiles, maintained a summer 
residence near Charlevoix, North- 
ern Michigan resort, and _ enter- 
tained lavishly. The inspector said 
Tyler’s death undoubtedly was a 
BUiCide, « ivmtemer te 

TreAsurer’s Statement. 

“Such a_i defalcation of city 

funds,” Treasurer Cobo said, “would 


not be possible under our system 
except by deliberate fraud com. 
mitted by someone on the extreme 
inside. Absolute proof that Tyler 
embezzled $348,742.76 from the city’s 
trust funds is in the hands of po- 
lice.” 

Cobo said Tyler “obviously” dis- 
posed of illegally drawn checks and 
made out “false” statements for the 
city records. 

Investigators said there was evi- 
dence that Tyler “re-gtole” $106,792 
he had recovered while acting as 
receiver for Alex J. Lewis, embez- 
zler Of $207,000 from city welfare 
funds. Lewis was convicted in 
1931., The $106,792 is included in 
the $349,000 which is missing from 
city bank deposits. 

A few hours before Tyler’s death, 
he had assisted fn a check of rec- 
ords in his office relating to the 
and had 
posed smilingly with his chief, Con- 
troller William J. Curran and Leo 
Madnahan, a deputy, for newspaper 
photographers. 

Mayor Couzens said he found a 
note on a desk in Tyler’s home, pre- 
sumably intended for his wife, who 
was absent on a motor trip. He 
declined to disclose its contents, 

Advised to Leave Town. 

One of the reasons for forciblv 
entering the Tyler home, the Mayor 
said, was a telegram which detec- 
tives intercepted, which he said 
advised Tyler to “leave town.” 

Cobo and Curran said that the 
deficient account was made up of 
24 miscellaneous items, ranging 
from small amounts to $275,799 de- 
posited to the credit of a teachers’ 
retirement fund. Both the city and 
the bank are protected from loss 
by surety bonds. 

Cobo said that over a period of 
two years, 24 disbursements were 
shown to have been made from the 
account, but 19 of them were not 
recorded on the city books, appear- 
ing only in the bank’s records. 
These amounts ranged from $3700 
to $106,000. 

The investigators said the records 
of the account in the controller's 
office and those in: Cobo’s office 
were in accord, but both varied 
from the bank’s records. The offi- 
cials’ books showed a balance of 
$420,396 in the account, whereas the 
examiners’ statement showed only 
$71,000. 

Inspector Hoffman first went to 
Tyler’s home after the accountant 
disappeared from his office in mid- 
afternoon. Assuming Tyler had not 
arrived, he left a detail of detec- 
tives on guard. 

Hoffman said his men did not 
hear a shot fired, and that appar- 
ently Tyler had taken his life be- 
fore their arrival. 

Tyler’s wife was questioned today 
immediately on her arrival home 
from a vacation trip, in the 16-cylin- 
der automobile her husband had 
given her.

Northern and Southern Ethiopia, 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio reported 
today, with war planes flying over 
the territory between Neghelli and 
Addis Ababa. The tribesmen of 
Galla Borano, on the southern front, 
are conducting “victorious actions” 
for Italy. 

“The Eritrean front is in move- 
ment,” the Marshal’s communique 
says. 

“On the western plain our troops 
have reached the region of Alcadra, 
where they were enthusiastically 
welcomed by the populace. 

“An advanced detachment of the 
Third Army Corps reached Fena- 
roa. 

“The aviation bombarded strong 
concentrations of armed groups in 
the Encetab zone and in the re- 
gion south of Quoram. 

“On the Somaliland front: avia- 
tion activity progresses between 
Neghelli and Addis Ababa in the 
lake region. 

“Bands of armed Galla Borano 
tribesmen who submitted to us are 
effecting victorious guerrilla ac- 
tions while all people in the bor- 
dering region are gathering around 
Neghelli to seek our protection. 

“Civil organization of occupied 
territory proceeds without interrup- 
tion; for the entire Ethnical section 
of Degodia a royal residence was 
instituted at Giarsa, 

“On the Bale front daily and live- 
ly action of our air force continues 
against vital centers of the armed 
forces of Dedjaz Beiene Merid.” 

Gen. Rodolfo Graziani’s motor- 
ized southern columns, press 
reports say, are moving up 
the valley of the Webbe Shi- 
beli through Ogaden Province to- 
ward Danane, Daga and Medo. The 
drive is expected to go towurd Ji- 
jiga, one of the principal southern 
cities. Intense aerial bombard- 
ments are reported on the route 
of the southern army. 

The northern offensive, informed 
sources say, will move toward Quo- 
ram, 30 miles south of the present 
main northern lines at Amba Al 
aji.

Nations Council would meet, as 
scheduled, at 11 a. m, tomorrow to 
hear the French and Belgians state 
their cases against Germany, aft- 
er which the Council will adjourn 
until Monday. 

An authoritative source said 
France had been assured of the 
full support of Soviet Russia in a 
demand for sanctions against Ger- 
many—both military and economic. 
It was said the Locarno Powers 
were considering issuance of a vir- 
tual ultimatum to Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler, giving him 24 hours to re- 
ply to a demand for evacuation of 
the Rhineland. 

Possibility of Sanctions. 

A French source said Foreign 
Minister Pierre-Etienne Flandin of 
France had obtained a measure of 
British support—the recognition by 
the British that application by the 
League of the full range of sanc- 
tions might be necessary unless 
Hitler adopted a more conciliatory 
attitude. 

Private conferences preceded the 
full session of the Locarno Powers 
~—Britain, France, Belgium and 
Italy, in addition to Germany which 
is‘not represented. A final appeal 
for conciliation or an agreement on 
the penalties to be recommended 
both were possibilties. 

Soviet Foreign Commissar Max- 
im Litvinov talked with Flandin 
for 15 minutes at the French Min- 
ister’s hotel. 

British officials discussed the sit- 
uation with Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden and Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin. 

The diplomats of France, 
gium and Italy also conferred. 
A member of the French delega- 
tion said France had strongly urged 
that the Locarno signatories recom- 
mend to the League Council appli- 
cation of sanctions against Ger- 
many. The French action came a 
few hours after Italy had indicated 
it would not support sanctions. 

French Stand Outlined. 

The French position was outlined 
as follows: 

France believes it holds the 
trump card at the Locarno table, 
since Britain would prefer to pro- 
ceed on the basis of a French-Brit- 
ish front, rather than permit 
France to be thrown more fully 
to the side of Soviet Russia for 
strong support. 

France is willing to give Britain 
sufficient time to prepare public 
vpinion at home for imposition of 
sanctions on Germany, but is ready 
to proceed immediately itself in em- 
ploying all sanctions possible—dip- 
lomatic, financial and military—if 
necessary.

BERLIN, March 13-—A_ united 
Nazi press attack on sanctions in- 
dicated tonight the German people 
are becoming alarmed over the pos- 
sibility of economic measures 
against them by Locarno Powers 
and the League of Nations for re- 
militarization of the Rhineland. 

In accordance with instructions, 
apparently from higher up, news- 
papers told the public sanctions are 
“a gun that goes off at both ends.” 

Editorials from French, Polish, 
Belgian, Bulgarian, Czecho-Slovaki- 
an, Rumanian, Dutch, Norwegian 
and British papers were quoted to 
ghow that sentiment in these coun- 
tries was against sanction, too. 

The embassy here of one of the 
Locarno members indicated it ex- 
pected the nations to send Ger- 


many a final urgent appeal to with- 
draw troops from the Rhineland. 


Although foreign comments on 
sanctions were cited for the obvious 
reason of reassuring people of the 
Reich, the German editorials, on 
the other hand, seemed to foreign 
observers to have been written with 
the idea in mind that foreign em- 
bassies and legations and news cor- 
respondents would read and possib- 
bly report them to their home of- 
fices. 

Reichsfuehrer Hitler unexpected- 
ly broke his stumping tour short 
and returned to Berli ntonight to 
confer with his cabinet and party 
leaders. 

Hitler’s Speech Praised at Karis- 
ruba Last Night. 

With one accord, the press hailed 
Hitler’s speech as a historical event 
of the first magnitude. 
voice of a tremendous one carry- 
ing across the Rhine—the voice of 
the only man living who could en- 
dow it with words that count,” said 
Nachtausgabe. | 

“All real friends of peace in the 
world are happy that Germany 
spoke once more in this maner,”’ 
said the Mittagzeitung. “We now 
yield the floor to others.” 

The Frankfurter Zeitung, the 
daily now most widely read abroad, 
devoted two columns of its front 
page to an editorial entitled, “The 
Boomerang of Sancations.” 

“Misuse of the word sanctions 
can entail undreamed  conse- 
quences,” the paper asserted.

Cites Case of Italy. 

The newspaper contended return- 
ing world recovery was abruptly 
ended by sanctions against Italy 
and “there are statesmen who want 
to propose sanctions against Ger- 
many. If sanctions against 
Italy have meant disruption of 
world economic relations, sanc- 
tions against Germany would be 
tantamount to their complete de- 
struction, 

“Even after a sharp climb in our 
foreign trade, we have in 1935 still 
participated to the extent of 10 per 
cent in the turnover of the world’s 
trade. We have bought from the 
world foodstuffs worth 1,500,000,000 
marks, industrial and raw mate- 
rials for about the same amount, 
besides that in haif-finished goods 
to the tune of 250,000,000 marks. 

“Hence our role as customer in 
the world’s trade is at least three 
fold that of Italy.”

Von Hoesch was followed into 
the building by J. A. C. Avenol, 
Secretary-General of the League, 
and Nicholas Titulescu, Foreign 
Minister of Rumania a member of 
the Little Entente which has agreed 
to support France. 


Authoritative sources said they 
believed Germany was about to be 
given its last chance to remove 
troops from the Rhineland. 

Ten minutes after Von Hoesch 
entered the Foreign Office, Fland- 
in, Joseph Paul-Boncour, Minister 
of State of France, and Ambassa- 
dor Grandi of Italy arrived. 

There was speculation as_ to 
whether Yon Hoesch might par- 
ticipate in a session of the Locarno 
Powers and whether he might pre- 
sent some new message from Hit- 
ler. 

A high authority stated today that 
Italy had refused to support sanc- 
tions against Germany. It was stat- 
ed that Italy had told the other 
Powers that its dispute with Ethi- 
opia must be settled before it can 
participate actively in any measures 
against the Reich. 


Italian View of Sanctions. 


In view of the fact that Great 
Britain, with the consent of France, 
made the Italian-Ethiopian war a 
test case for League sanctions, the 
Italians were said to have taken 
the stand that “no British or 
French statesman now can go to 
Italy and ask the Italian people to 
fight for them in any eventuality 
whatsoever.” 

Ambassador von Hoesch re 
mained in the Foreign Office only 
a short time. He said he had not 
talked to Locarno signatories but 
he declined to say whether he had 
talked to Eden. It was reported 
through Whitehall that Eden had 
given the German envoy a request 
signed by Great Britain, France, 
Belgium and Italy that Hitler make 
a conciliatory move. 


Yesterday’s Conference. 


The diplomats after the meeting 
at the Foreign Office yesterday is- 
sued a communique saying: 

“It is unanimously recognized by 
the representatives of the Powers 
that reoccupation of the demilitar- 
ized zone (by Germany) constituted 
a clear violation of Articles 42 and 
43 of the Versailles and Locarno 
treaties. 


“Tt will be for the League Council 
to which France and Belgium re- 
ferred the matter, to pronounce up- 
on this point in order to facilitate 
detailed study of the situation.” 


It was disclosed that Eden had 
appealed, through the German Am- 
bassador here, to Hitler for a con- 
ciliatory gesture. Britain suggested 
Germany withdraw all-but a “sym- 
bolic” number of troops from the 
Rhineland and promise not to forti- 
fy the zone until a treaty had been 
negotiated and the international] sit- 
uation “regul “ag 

Although Eden told the German 
Ambassador it would be difficult to 
exaggerate how gravely Britain 
views the situation, Hitler replied 
that Germany could not enter into 
any limitation of its sovereignty 
but promised not to increase the 
strength of certain garrisons or to 
move troops closer to the French 
and Belgian borders. 

Hitler’s Reply to Eden. 
In his communication Hitler said: 
“The German Government can- 
not enter into a discussion with re- 
gard to a lasting or provisional 
limitation of German sovereignty in 
the Rhineland. 

“The German Chancellor. howev- 
er, wishes, in order to facilitate the 
acceptance by the French Govern- | 


ment of the German proposals, to 
explain in the following way his in- 
tentions, which he has declared 
from the beginning, to give to the 
re-establishment of German  s0v- 
ereignty in the Rhineland at pres- 
ent only a symbolic character. 

“The strength of the troops which 
have been stationed in certain gar- 
risons of the Rhineland on a peace- 
time basis has already been com- 
municated to the British and 
French military attaches in Berlin. 

“This strength will not be in- 
creased at present. Equally, at 
present, it is not intended to sta- 
tion these troops nearer the French 
or Belgian frontiers. 

“This restriction of the military 
reoccupation of the Rhineland will 
be observed for the duration of the 
pending negotiations. 

“It is, however, assumed that a 
similar attitude will be observed by 
France and Belgium,” 


Newspaper Comment, 


The British press viewed the next 
48 hours as heavy with the destiny 
for Europe. 

The Telegraph said the peace of 
Europe was maintained this week 
only by Eden’s assurance, soon aft- 
er Germany violated the demilitar- 
ized zone, that Britain would aid 
France and Belgium if they were 
attacked. 

“Every instinct of France is 
against war, but if in despair she 
sought redress, the other Powers 
have obligations to her that could 
not be created as empty of mean: 
ing,” this newspaper said . 

The Post suggested that Hitler 
was beginning to realize certain re- 
actions to his policy which were not 
expected, chief among them that 
the occupation of the Rhineland 
brought France and Britain closer 
together. 


Criticism of Hitler’s Attitude 

Glossed Over in Nazi Press, 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 13.—British dis- 
appointment over Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler’s attitude was glossed over 
in German press, and any unfavor- 
able reaction to the Government’s 
official declaration of yesterday 
went unnoticed. 

This declaration, threatening to 
withdraw peace proposals if any 
attempt is made to force the Ger- 
man army to withdraw from the 
Rhineland, but offering not to in- 
crease the “symbolic,” was not pub- 
lished until today in Germany. One 
newspaper which printed it last 
night was confiscated. 

Joseph Avenol, League of Na- 
tions Secretary-General, last night 
informed Hitler of the change of 
the council meeting from Geneva to 
London, but did not alter the word- 
‘ing of his original telegram, which 
Hitler has declined to regard as 


an invitation commensurate with 
Germany's dignity. 
Newspapers reported that Bel- 


gium was wavering over the French 
position, that Poland and England 
would do nothing and that even 
Switzerland was taking a stand 
against France.

HOPKINS FIRES 
TWO SUPERVISORS 
OF ILLINOIS WPA 


Herrin Men Accused of So- 
licitng Funds From 
Workers for Use in Po- 
litical Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 13.—Two 


Illinois Works Progress Adminis- 
tration supervisors were dismissed 
yesterday on charges of collecting 
campaign contributions. In an- 
nouncing dismissal, Harry L. Hop- 
kins, WPA Administrator, said: “I 
will fire anybody we find doing 
that in the United States.” 

Those dismissed, according to 
Hopkins, were E. E. Willis and 
Carl Parsons, both project super- 
visors at Herrin, who, the adminis- 
trator said, “were collecting money 
on a project for political purposes.” 

Hopkins indicated that a general 
investigation of charges of political 
activity by the WPA in Illinois 
was under way. He acknowledged 
receipt of complaints from several 
parts of the State but said he did 
not know that Gov. Horner had 
charged the Nash-Kelly organiza- 
tion was using the WPA in an ef- 
fort to defeat him for renomina- 
tion. 

He declined to comment on the 
Governor’s charge, stating: “You 
know there is a hot political cam- 
paign under way in that state.” 

Complaints by Benton Workers. 

The discharge of Willis and Par- 
sons followed investigation of com- 
plaints by 15 WPA employes at 
Benton that they had been asked 
to contribute to the campaign of 
Dr. Herman Bundesen, Nash-Kelly 
candidate against Horner. 

Hopkins also said he had ordered 
an investigation of new charges 
made by 40 to 50 foremen and time- 
keepers at Marion that they had 
been asked to contribute to Bundt- 
sen’s campaign fund. 

Another investigation is under 
way in Pike County where, it is 
charged, Don Irving, county per- 
sonnel officer, sought to influence 
supervisors and foremen in Bunde- 
sen’s favor and ordered them to 
attend a political rally at Pittsfield 
when Bundesen and others on his 
slate spoke. 

In Winnebago County. 

Hopkins refused to discuss the 
Winnebago County situation, where 
some WPA officials are said to be 
candidates for precinct committee- 
men, Told of that situation, he 
said: “That’s getting down to pret- 
ty small fish.” 

He was not certain whether non- 
compensatory jobs such as precinct 
committeeman and school board 
member came under the bar. He 
said, however, that it was a matter 
ter which deserved study. 

Hopkins was positive in his dec- 
laration that “there is to be no 
politics in WPA” and that any su- 
pervisory official found collecting 
campaign funds or coercing work- 
ers in behalf of any candidate 
would be dismissed. 

The two Herrin supervisors dis- 
missed are in the WPA district ad- 
ministered by Walter Williams of 
Benton, president of the University 
of Illinois board of trustees. Sev- 
eral complaints of alleged political 
activity by Williams have been 
made to Hopkins. 


Men Ousted Say They Asked for 
Voluntary Contributions.

HERRIN, Ill, March 13.—E. E. 
Willis and Carl Parsons, said last 
night they had asked for voluntary 
contributions for the campaign 
fund of Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, 
Democratic gubernatorial candidate.

FLOOD POSTMASTER 


Place Named for Singer; Only 
Firm Deals in Lilies 
and Goldfish.

LILYPONS, Md., March 13. — 
Stamp collectors. seeking the hand- 
cancelations of this town named for 
Lily Pons, the opera singer, make 
more work for Postmaster Clarence 
Cc. C. Thomas than senders of reg- 
ular mail. 

The difficulty is that the requests 
of the collectors, though heavy at 
times, are not sufficient for the in- 
stallation of a stamping machine. 

Still they constitute the bulk of 
Thomas’ work, for Lilypons’ only 
firm, which deals in lilies and gold- 
fish, has a mailing permit so that 
its letters and parcels need not be 
canceled. 

At Christmas for the last two 
years, Miss Pons has. mailed ap- 
proximately a thousand’ greeting 
cards through her namesake post- 
office. She also occasionally sends 
cards to be canceled with her 
name, announcing a special con- 
cert. 

The postoffice is a nearly bare 
room in the lily and goldfish com- 
pany’s two-story frame building, 
surrounded by hundreds of ponds. 
The. building and ponds constitute 
Lilypons. 

Thomas finds little solace in 
handling the requests of collectors. 
Rated third class, his postoffice is 
judged by the number of stamps 
sold. 

Most collectors send their own 
stamps.

Text of Letter. 
The text of the Governor's letter 
to the Legislators follows: 

As you know the $6,000,000 ap- 
propriated by the last session of 
the Legislature for direct relief 
will be exhausted some time dur- 
ing the month of April, at which 
time the local communities _ will 
no longer receive State aid for di- 
rect relief. 

There appears to be some de- 
mand, especially from St. Louis 
and Kansus City, that a special 
session of the Legislature be 
called to provide additional funds 
for direct relief. 

May I inquire whether you 
favor calling a special session of 
the Legislature for this purpose? 

Or for any other purpose? 

If you do favor calling:a spe- 
cial session to raise additional 
funds for direct relief, would you 
be willing to vote to raise addi- 
tional taxes for that purpose? 

If so, what method and means 
of raising the necessary revenue 
would you favor:

Connett said St. Louis had been 
providing $147,000 a month from 
its relief bond issue and hereto- 
fore had been receiving about $200,- 
JOO a month from the State. The 
latter allowance will be cut off 
after this month. He said 28,000 
persons are employed on Federal 
Works Administration pro- 
jects in St. Louis and about 15,000 
“cases” were on direct relief. These 
15,000 cases were said to represent 
between 50,000 and 55,000 individ- 
uals, 

in the State as a whole, there are 
about 60,000 direct relief cases, rep- 
resenting about 210,000 individuals, 
according to State Relief Director 
Crossley. After the end of the 
month the entire cost of caring for 
these persons, if they are cared 
for, will have to be borne locally, 
unless additional relief funds are 
provided by the State. Crossley did 
not participate in the conference 
yesterday. 

No definite means of financing 
further State relief funds was dis 
cussed in the conference yesterday, 
but it was suggested the present 
State sales tax of 1 per cent might 
be increased. Suggestions also were 
made that the State income and 
corporation franchise taxes might 
be increased. 


Revenue Fund Depleted. 


The Governor pointed out that the 
State revenue fund was depleted at 
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present. The balance yesterday 
was $278,095. The State Board of 
Fund Commissioners yesterday de- 
cided to borrow between $500,000 
and $750,000 from some bank, not 
yet designated, to be used toward 
current operating expenses of the 


State, including the $500,000 relief 


allotment for this month. The loan 
will be obtained until about June 1, 
the Governor said. The general rev- 
enue fund will be replenished by 
State income taxes, due in May, and 
other taxes due in the next few 
weeks. 

The State sales tax iaw, originally 
enacted by the 1933-1934 special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, with a rate 
of one-half of 1 per cent, was in- 
tended primarily for relief. The 
rate was doubled by the 1935 Legis- 
lature, effective last Aug. 27, with 
the intention of providing funds for 
relief, payment of pensions under 
the old age assistance law which 


became effective last Aug. 27, and 


assumption by the State of a larger 
share of the cost of caring for in- 
sane patients in the State hospitals. 


While the sales tax proceeds, now 
amounting to about $1,000,000 a 
month, were intended primarily for 
the purposes above enumerated, the 
proceeds are not earmarked for 
those purposes. The fact the $6,- 
000,000 relief appropriation virtual- 
ly will be exhausted at the end of 
this month does not mean that the 
State, during the remainder of 1936, 
will be accumulating an unappro- 
priated surplus of sales tax collec- 


tions, equivalent to the $500,000 a 
month heretofore paid toward re- 
lief work. 

Paid Into General Fund, 


The sales tax collections, togeth- 
er with the proceeds from some 40 
other sources of general revenue, 
are paid into the general revenue 
fund, in a common pool, against 
which all appropriations from gen- 
eral revenue, including the relief 
appropriation, are chargeable. 

One-third of all general revenue 
receipts automatically are set aside, 
by law, for apportionment to the 
public schools, with the exception 
of a few receipts which are ex- 
empted from this apportionment. 


General revenue receipts for 1935 
and 1936 were estimated at approx- 
imately $49,000,000. The one-third 
for schools, after adjustments for 
exempted receipts, is estimated at

Robinson then referred to Hoo- 
ver’s speech accepting renomina- 
tion as the Republican presidential 
candidate in 1932 in which the Sen- 
ator quoted Hoover as saying: 

‘With united effort we can and 
will turn the tide.” 

“Now we have the true situation,” 
Robinson said. “Mr. Hoover claims 
now that he turned the depression 
in June of 1932, whereas in August 
of that year he was accepting re- 
nomination with the pious hope that 
he might be able to turn the tide 
if given another chance.” 

The majority leader asserted 
“the unhappy Mr. Hoover is grasp- 
ing at anything in the hope that it 
may suit his purpose.”

An ordinance authorizing com- 
pletion of the rail approaches: of 
Municipal Bridge with an $800,000 
bond issue voted last September 
and a $301,000 PWA grant was 
passed unanimously by the Board 
of Aldermen today.

REORGANIZATION PLAN 
FOR ThE FOX THEATER 


Under It Fanchon & Marco 
Would Lease From New 
Bondholders’ Corporation. 


A plan of reorganization under 
which the holders of $4,447,000 in 
defaulted first mortgage bonds 
would acquire the leasehold. to the 
Fox Theater and the fee to the ad- 
joining Humboldt Building at 
Grand and Washington boulevards, 
has been submitted to Federal 


Judge George H. Moore by a com- 
mittee representing about 75 per 
cent of the bondholders. A hear- 
ing on the plan will be held April 
3, before Judge Moore. 

The plan proposes that the the- 
ater be leased for 15 years to Fan- 
chon & Marco at an annual rental 
of $104,000 a year, plus 15 per cent 
of the gross receipts. To pay the 
expenses of reorganization, and to 
provide working capital for the 
new company to be organized by 
bondholders, Fanchon & Marco 
would take a new first mortgage 
of $250,000 against the Humboldt 
Building. Fees and reorganization 
expenses were estimated at $230,-

At present the theater is oper- 
ated by Fancho & Marco under a 
lease calling for weekly rental of 
$1350, plus 50 per cent of the net 
profits. 

The corporation to be formed by 
bondholders would have 44,470 
shares of preferred stock, and an 
equal number of common shares. 
All the stock would be issued to the 
bondholders at the rate of 10 shares 
of common and 10 of preferred for 
each $1000, face value, of bonds. 
Dividends at the rate of $3 a share 
on the preferred would be cumula- 
tive beginning in 1939. 

The Sydney Real Estate Co., 
which owns the ground on which 


the theater is built, has agreed, the| 


bondholders’ committee informed 
the Court, to a modification of the 
99-year lease executed in 1926 which 
called for an annual payment of 
$60,000 for ground rental. Since the 
default, the real estate company 
has accepted less than the amount 
specified in the lease, and the pay- 
ment is now $21,500 a year. Under 
the new agreement the payment 
would be at that rate this year, and 
would be increased gradually to a 
maximum of $40,000 annually after 
1960. 


The bonds, issued by the Theater 
Realty Co., a subsidiary of Fox 
Theaters Corporations, have been 
in default since Oct. 31, 1931, and 
the properties have been under the 
supervision of Edmond Koeln dnd 
James T. Blair, who were at first 
receivers and are now trustees in a 
bankruptcy action. 


Fox Theaters Corporation, which 
is in receivership in New York, 
leased the theater from its sub- 
sidiary when the building was com- 
pleted in 1927 and was to pay an 
annual rental of $591,000, plus the 
ground rent, taxes, insurance, and 
maintenance costs. A claim filed 
by the Theater Realty Co., trustee, 
against the Fox Theaters Corpora- 
tion receivers, for back rental, has 
been allowed in the amount of 
$764,845, and an additional claim, 
for $1,074,000, is pending. 

Filed with the reorganization 
plan is an appraisers’ report esti- 
mating the value of the Humboldt 
Building at $456,193. This build- 
ing, which contains stores and of- 
fices, had been operated profitably, 
the trustees. reported. 

They listed their total income, 
from the Humboldt Building and 
the theater, at $135,945 for the 
first nine months of last year, and 
their expenses at $77,605. Net in- 
come, before the expenses of re- 
ceivership, depreciation, and inter- 
est requirements, was $58,340 for 
the period. 


TULSA FEDERAL JUDGE’S SON

Conviction Upheld; He Must Go

13.—The Oklahoma Criminal Court

8 INSURANCE TAK 
REGULATIONS ISSUED 


Rules Govern Payment and 
Define Types of Service Ex- 
empt Under Federal Law. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Reg- 
ulations governing payment of the 
unemployment insurance tax and 
defining the types of service ex- 
pected under the Social Security Act 
were issued last night by Guy T. 
Helvering, Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue. _. 

The tax became effective last, 
Jan. 1 and is payable Jan. 31, 1937. 
Based on total wages payable the 
rate of the tax is 1 per cent for the 


‘| ealendar year 1936, 2 per cent for 


1937 and 3 per cent for 1938 and 
each year thereafter. 

Nine states have set up unemploy- 
ment insurance systems satisfactory 
to the Social Security Board and 
employers in those states will be 
entitled to credit 90 per cent of 
what they pay into state funds 
against the total due the Federal 
Government. Where no state in- 
surance plan exists, the tax will be 
paid directly into the Federal Treas- 
ury, with no benefits for employes. 

Employers Subject to Tax. 
Every person who’ employes 
eight or more individuals on a total 
of 20 or more calendar days during 
a calendar year, each day being in 
a different calendar week, is, with 
certain exceptions, subject to the 


Helvering said it was not neces- 
sary that the weeks be consecutive 
or that the persons employed be 
the same. It is sufficient, he said, 
if the total number of individuals 
employed during the 24 hours of a 
calendar day is eight or more, re- 
gardless of the period of service 
during that day or the basis of 
compensation. 

Physicians, lawyers, dentists, vet- 
erinarians, contractors, subcontrac- 
tors, public stenographers, auction- 
eers and others who follow an in- 
dependent trade, business or pro- 
fession in which they offer their 
services to the public were held to 
be independent contractors and not 
employers and therefore not subject 
to the tax. 

Farm Labor Excepted. 
Under the terms of the Social Se- 
curity Act, employers of agricul- 
tural labor, domestic servants and 
officers and members of a ship’s 
crew are excepted from the tax. 
Also excepted are Federal, state and 
local governments and religious and 
charitable organizations. Another 
exception is in cases of family em- 
ployment, such as where a husband 
employs his wife or children under 
21 in work for their parents. 
The regulations defined agricul- 
tural labor as including all services 
performed by an employe on a 
farm, in connection with cultivation 
and harvesting of crops or the rais- 
ing, feedfhge or management of 
livestock, bees and poultry. 
Services of an employe in eon- 
nection with the processing of arti- 
cles from materials which were pro- 
duced on a farm as well as the 
packing, packaging, transportation 
or marketing of those materials, 
also are excepted. These services, 
however, must be performed by an 
employe of the owner or tenant of 
the farm on which the materials 


were produced and must be incident 


_to ordinary farm operations as dis- 
tinguished from manufacturing or 


commercial operations. 
Domestic Service Class. 
Domestic service excepted was 
held to be that performed in or 
about a private home by cooks, but- 
lers, maids, valets, laundresses, fur- 
nace men, gardeners, footmen, 


‘| grooms and chauffeurs of automo- 


biles for family use. 

Domestic service performed in 
boarding or rooming houses, frater- 
nity houses, clubs, hotels or com- 
mercial offices is not excepted and 
employers must pay the tax. 

The basis of the tax, Helvering 
said, is the total amount of wages 
payable by an employer with re- 
spect to employment during the 
calendar year, regardless of the 
time of actual payment. The terms 
“wages” was held to mean all re- 
muneration for employment, wheth- 
er payable in money or something 
other than money. 

Helvering said the tax was due 
and payable without assessment or 
demand on or before Jan. 31 next 
following the close of the taxable 
year. The payments may be made 
in four equal installments.

Authority Says 3,000,000 Youths Are 
Living as Dependents.

—Dr. Homer P. Rainey, director of 
the American Youth Commission 
and former president of Bucknell 
University, said yesterday there are 
5,500,000 youths between: the ages 
of 16 and 21 who are out of school 
and seeking work.

ELEVATED AUTO ROAD 


L. A. Pettus Suggests Ways to 
Relieve Present Traf- 
fic Congestion. 


Construction of an elevated thor- 
oughfare for the use of automobiles 
in the congested downtown dis- 
trict, leaving the streets to pedes- 
trians and mass_ transportation, 
was suggested by L. A. Pettu, chief 
engineer of street and sewer con- 
struction for the city, in an ad- 
dress last night before the Engi- 
neers’ Club of St. Louis. 

Congestion, Pettus said in his dis- 
cussion of “Municipal Transporta- 
tion,” had been attributed by mer- 
chants in the retail district to 
faulty traffic regulations, lack of 
parking facilities, narrow streets 
and street cars. Downtown 
streets, he added, because of fre- 
quent stops necessary at intersec- 


only one-sixth efficient, 

“The elevated limited way is the 
solution,” he said. “Such struc 
tures need not be unsightly nor ex- 
pensive and a two-lane way would 
carry about 30 times the auto traf- 
fic now carried on Olive street 
without a suggestion of congestion. 
The cost would be about $300,000 a 
mile. Other large cities are study- 
ing limited way systems and those 
now constructed live up to all that 
is claimed for them.” 

Pettus suggested an _ elevated 
roadway from Fourteenth street 
down Olive street to Broadway 
looping to Locust street and re- 
turning to Fourteenth. He said a 
garage should be situated at the 
eastern terminus and at some in- 
termediate point where looping 
would be permitted. The garages, 
he added, should be built so auto- 
mobiles could enter the street by a 
ramp, the first and second floors 
of the buildings being used for 
stores and offices. 

On some streets, Pettus assert- 

ed, increased sidewalk facilities for 
pedestrians are required. To avoid 
using arcaded sidewalks, which cut 
down valuable ground floor area, 
he said Sixth street might be re- 
stricted to the use of vehicles mak- 
ing deliveries in the block and side- 
walks widened. 
Pettus expressed the opinion that 
widening of streets beyond 60 feet 
did not materially assist vehicular 
traffic while increasing the hazard 
to pedestrians. West Pine boule- 
vard, 56 feet between curbs, and 
Lindell boulevard, 60 feet, he as- 
serted, carry two lanes of traffic 
during rush periods just as effec- 
tively as 76-foot Market street. 

The widening of Market street 
was advisable, he added, describ- 
ing it as ideal for use as a limited

HAUPTMANN REPRIEVE ENDS; 


Hoffman Discloses He Has No 
Legal Authority; Execution Set 
for Week of March 30. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 13.— 


Bruno Richard Haputmann’s last 
reprieve deadline passed last mid- 
night. Gov. Hoffman, who stayed 
Hauptmann’s execution on Jan. 17, 
announced yesterday that he did 
not intend to grant a new reprieve; 
that, in fact, he had no legal power 
to do so now. 

The State Constitution provides 
that reprieves may not be granted 
later than 90 days after conviction. 
In Hauptmann’s case, the Governor 
said, that meant March 12, or 90 
days after Dec. 13, when a new 
date of execution was fixed, after 
he lost his last court appeal. 
Hauptmann’s execution is set for 
the week of March 30. 

The Governor continued his in- 
vestigation today of the Lindbergh 
baby murder, which, he has said, he 
believes is not completely solved. 
He has in his office notes on the 
case of a condemned man, re- 
prieved after expiration of the 90- 
day legal period... Michael Kostyn- 
ski, sentenced to death March 10, 
1920, in Camden, for killing a wom- 
an, was reprieved a second time 
on Aug. 7 of that year, 150 days 
after imposition of the death pen- 
alty. He was later adjudged insane 
and is now a patient at the State 
Hospital for the Insane.

John C. Tobin, attorney, who was 
injured when struck by an automo- 
bile Dec. 6, returned to his office 
in the Security Building yesterday 
for the first time since the acci- 
dent.

HOPKINS SISTER QUITS 
PUST AFTER CRITICISM 


Resigns as County Youth Re- 
lief Head Due to Speech by 
Mrs. Eugene Meyer. 


By the Associated Press. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., March 
13.—Mrs. Adah Hopkins Amie, sis- 
ter of Harry Hopkins, Relief Ad- 
ministrator, resigned yesterday as 
director of the Westchester-Rock- 
land County National Youth Admin- 
istration “so as not to embarrass 
my brother.” - 

Long a social worker in Grinnell, 
Ia., Philadelphia and New York, 
she said she was quitting the post 
she had held since Feb. 16 because 
of the criticism directed at the 
Works Progress Administration and 


the NYA by Mrs. Eugene Meyer, 
wife of the publisher of the Wash- 
ington Post. 

Mrs. Meyer, appearing on a Town 
Hall program here two weeks ago, 
charged that the first act of WPA 
leaders in Westchester County, 
where she had been recreation com- 
missioner for 12 years, was to “dis- 
band the county bureau and substi- 
tute their political agents, who 
knew nothing of the county, noth- 
ing about public works and noth- 
ing about administration.” 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
chairman of the meeting at which 
Mrs. Meyer and other speakers de- 
bated the WPA and other New Deal 
measures. Mrs. Amie was in the 
audience, but did not disclose that 
until she announced her resignation, 
effective next Saturday. 

“It is too bad my work in the 
district has not been allowed to 
stand or fall on its own merits,” 
Mrs. Amie said in a statement. “As 
for Mrs. Meyer, her implications 
have been most unfair.” 

Mrs. Amie said she felt she had 
not been able to get the National 
Youth program under way at the 
time of the Town Hall meeting, but 
pointed to the 850 youths, between 
16 and 25, who she said have been 
given jobs in the last two weeks. 
Her annual salary was to have been 
$3000.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Ex- 
penditures of $5,334,000 of Work Re- 
lief funds to combat floods in New 
England and the Middle Atlantic 
states was authorized today by 
President Roosevelt.

Official at Washington Tells Her to 
Resign, State Officers Insist 
She Stay.

SUPREME COURT TO BE ASKED 
TO SAVE KENTUCKY NEGRO 


Cincinnati Fair Trial Committee 
Basing Appeal on “Scotts- 
boro Case.” 

By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, March 13-—A 
group here prepared today to 
take to the United States Supreme 
Court the case of John (“Pete”) 
Montjoy, 20-year-old Covington, Ky., 


Negro, under sentence to be hanged 
April 3, for an atatck upon a white 
woman. 

An announcement by the “Mont- 
joy Fair Trial Committee” said the 
appeal is expected to cite the Su- 
preme Court’s’ reversal of the 
“Scottsboro case” convictions, as 
one basis for reconsideration. 

The committee contends that Ne- 
groes were barred from jury ser- 
vice. 

A number of prominent men are 
listed as committee members, 
among them Rabbi James G. Heller, 
head of one of the largest Jewish 
congregations here and member of 
the City Board of Education; Dr.

Columbia Says Policy in Per- 
mitting Browder Speech 
Was Widely Praised. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

NEW YORK, March 13. — The 


Communist Party is raising a fund 
with which to buy time on the radio 


for broadcasts by party speakers 

during the election campaign. 
This is a result of the widespread 

publicity which followed the talk 


made by Earl Browder, General 
Secretary of the Communist Party, 
over the Columbia network recent- 
ly. 

Nearly 4000 letters have been re- 
ceived at the Columbia offices here 
thus far, according to Frederic A. 
Willis, vice-president of the sys- 
tem. All but a small number of 
these letters approve of the policy 
of Columbia in permitting Browder 
to speak, Willis said. 

“We have received letters from 
several college presidents, from 
many editors and from others in 
high position and almost without 
exception they approve of Colum- 
bia’s policy,” Willis said. “I have 
frankly been surprised at this re- 
action, 

Expected Protests. 

“T had thought that there would 
be a violent protest from patriotie 
groups. There were one or two 
threats to boycott the Columbia 
system but this was negligible.” 

When Columbia announced that 
Browder had been granted 15. min- 
utes to speak over the system’s 
network, vigorous protest came 
from many sources. A heated con- 
troversy arose as to whether Brow- 
der should have been granted the 
right to talk. The opposition was 
led by the Hearst newspapers. 

“Browder will not stand before 
the Columbia microphone merely 
to criticize,” said a Hearst editorial 
that occupied three-fourths of page, 
“He is there to destroy.” 

Willis explained that Browder ap- 
proached him with a request for 
time as the accredited representa- 
tive of a political party, the Com- 
munist party. It has been the fixed 
policy of Columbia to grant time 
free to party heads, prior to the 
party conventions. Since the Com- 
munist party is an accredited 
party, with a place on the ballots 
of most states, it would have been 
obviously unfair to deny Browder 
the right to speak, Willis said. 

According to representatives of 
the Communist party, two of the 
large corporations that sponsor 
programs over the Columbia net- 
work sought to persuade the com- 
pany to cancel the Browder broad- 
cast. Willis denies this, saying 


‘that advertisers brought no pres- 


sure on Columbia. ‘ 

A number of stations included 
in the network of Columbia, among 
them the Yankee network in New 
England, did not broadcast’ the 
Browder speech. But Willis said 
that it is optional with individual 
stations in the chain whether they 
will carry such “unsponsored” pro- 
grams or not. 

Had Many Listeners. 

As a result of the controversy 
over the speech and the wide pub- 
licity given to it, Willis said, it is 
certain that Browder had far more 
listeners than he would have had 
if the talk had merely been given 
the routine listing. At the most, 
such a talk under ordinary circum- 
stances, according to Willis, can be 
expected to attract a few thousand 
listeners. 

During the \broadcast members 
of the National Americanization 
League picketed the building in 
which the Columbia studios ‘are. 
The pickets were led by Lambert 
Fairchild, former Alderman from 
one of New York’s wealthiest 
wards. 

At the time the storm of protest 
broke, Columbia announced that 
Representative Hamilton Fish 
(Rep.), New York, who has fre- 
quently attacked “Reds,” would be 
given 15 minutes in which to reply 
to Browder. This, too, according to 
Willis is a regular procedure. If a 
very controversial subject is pre- 
sented, both sides are always given 
the same time on the air. Fish in 
the course of his reply denounced 
New Dealers, and particularly Rex- 
ford G. Tugwell of the Resettlement 
Administration, as “worse” than the 
Communists. He also took the op- 
portunity to praise Senator Borah, 
his candidate for President. 

It is a fixed policy of the Colum- 
bia System not to sell radio time 
for the discussion of religion, edu- 
cation or public issues. This policy, 
according to Willis, has prevented 
many controversies. Free time is 
granted to political parties, relig- 
ious groups and schools and col- 
leges. Thus time is granted to the 
various religious denominations on 
the basis of their numerical 
strength. It is probable that Co- 
lumbia will sell time to the political 
parties for broadcasts after the 
national conventions in June. 

Columbia's policy was given a 
thorough airing when Chairman 
Henry P. Fietcher of the Repub- 
lican National Committee demand- 
ed time equivalent to that used Ly 
the Columbia system for a broad- 
cast of President Roosevelt's night 
m e to Congress. Columbia 
held that this request was unrea- 
sonable because the President was 
broadcasting an official message 
and not, technically at least, a po- 
litical appeal.

New Rivers and Harbors 
Projects Provided for in 
Measure Reported to Up- 
per Chamber. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 
Boosting War Department appro- 


priations to $603,230,604, a peace- 
time record, the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee approved yester- 
day an annual supply bill which 
would increase the enlisted strength 
of the army to 165,000 men. 

This action was taken after Gen. 
Malin Craig, Chief of Staff, had 
told the committee that mumber 
was “absolutely essential if our 
system of national defense is to at- 
tain a measurable degree of suc- 
cess.” The House had appropriated 
for a strength of only 147,000. 

The total approved for the War 
Department was $58,004,286 more 
than provided by the House. The 
bulk of the increase, however, 
would go for new rivers and har- 
bors projects. 

Canal Funds Refused. 


The Senate Committee reported 
the appropriations bill after re- 
jecting, 12 to 11, an amendment 
setting aside $29,000,000 to continue 
five long-time projects started with 
WPA funds, including the Florida 
ship canal and the Passamaquoddy 
tide-harnessing project off the 
Maine coast, 

By rejecting the amendment the 
committee upheld a 6 to 5 subcom- 
mittee vote refusing the money aft- 
er Republicans had protested that 
the projects had not been specifi- 
cally authorized by Congress. 

Senator Fletcher (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, author of the amendment, 
gaid the Republicans voted against 
it in an effort to “discredit the ad- 
ministration.” He said he would 
fight on the Senate floor for $20,- 
000,000 to carry on all the projects 
except Passamaquoddy. 

Of the $58,004,286 increase over 
the Houte total, $50,000,000 would 
go toward new rivers an dharbors 
projects already authorized by Con- 
gress. The House had approved 
$168,359,985 for this purpose and for 
flood control projects. 


Letter From Pershing. 


In a letter to the House Military 
Committee, Gen. John J. Pershing 
told Congress that army service 
must be made “more attractive” by 


‘offering additional inducements. 


He gave “hearty indorsement” to 
the Thomason Act, which would 
provide a year’s annual active duty 
for 1000 Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps men and selection of 50 of 
these officers for permanént active 
duty. 

Gen. Pershing suggested that 
some modification of the present 
methods of choosing appointees to 
the military academy “might well 
be considered with a view of. mak- 
ing the most promising of these 
young men available for selection.” 

Appropriation Provisions. 

The Senate Committee slashed 
appropriations for seacoast  de- 
fenses from $8,518,994 to $1,793,994. 
in order to put this item in line 
with budget estimates. 

The committee left unchanged 
the House-approved funds and au- 
thorizations for purchase of 565 
new airplanes, and to increase the 
National Guard by 5000 officers 
and men. 

The bill, as reported, exceeded 
1936-37 budget estimates by $30,- 
531,299 and the current appropria- 
tion for the War Department by 
$180,334,134. About $390,000,000 of 
the total would go for purely mili- 
tary activities and $213,000,000 for 
civilian work. 

Rivers, Harbors Projects. 

Rivers and harbors projects pro- 
vided for included: 

Mississippi River between Ohio 
and Missouri River, $1,000,000; Mis- 
sissippi River between Missouri 
River and Minneapolis, $31,821,350: 
Illinois River, $7,018,000; Missouri 
River, mouth to Kansas City, $1,- 
000,000; Missouri River, Kansas 
City to Sioux City, $14,000,000; Fort 
Peck, $20,000,000. 

The $31,000,000 item is a $6,000,000 
addition to the budget estimate for 
work on the Mississippi River nine- 
foot channel project during the fis- 
cal year. The action was taken aft- 
er Senator Shipstead (Farmer-La- 
bor), Minnesota, had made an ap- 
peal for additional funds to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Shipstead said the $6,000,000 was 
needed to take care of increased 
costs. The original authorization 
for completion of the project, Ship- 
stead said, was $124,000.000. 

“This increase will insure coin- 
pletion of the channel by 1937,” 
Shipstead added. “provided suffi- 


cient additional funds are available 
next year.”

Dr. Arthur H. Compton Hopes Thus 
to Add to Knowledge of 
Earth’s Motion.

HONOLULU, March 13.—The cos- 
mic ray will become an adjunct of 
the telescope in studying the 
earth’s motion through space if 
results of present experiments by 
Dr. Arthur H. Compton of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago bear out labora- 
tory beliefs. 

Dr. Compton has had a cosmic 
ray meter installed aboard the Brit- 
ish steamer Aorangi for its regular 
Canada-Australia run. By noting 
ray intensity at various latitudes,

information regarding the earth's 
motion, the present knowledge of 
which is based on study of the 
stars. 

The scientist and his family are 
here awaiting the Aorangi’s arrival 
from the south March 13, when Dr. 
Compton expects to learn whether 
the experiment promises success. 
They will return to Vancouver 
aboard the vessel. 

Dr. Compton has two primary 
objects: First, to determine the ef- 
fect on the cosmic ray of the 
earth's motion through space; sec- 
ond, to determine whether cosmic 
rays are complex. If the rays are 
not affected by the earth’s mag- 
netism, they should strike with 1 
per cent more intensity on the side 
of the earth facing the star Vega, 
toward which the earth is traveling, 


he hopes to obtain more definite 


than on the other side.

Early in 1934 these loans exceed- 
ed $2,500,000. They were repaid 
from tax collections. 

The general revenue fund today 
showed a balance of $278,095, before 
setting aside the one-third of gen- 
eral revenue receipts which auto- 
matically go to the public school 
fund. The remaining balance, aft- 
er the school fund transfer, togeth- 
er with anticipated receipts for the 
month, will not provide sufficient 
funds to pay monthly payrolls and 
current expenses chargeable to the 
general revenue fund, it was said.

I learned a lot about it from 
Lyons during the month we were 
touring Old Mexico last fall. 

“I hold the ball loosely with the 
first and second fingers spread 
apart. I throw it at about three- 
quarters speed and it breaks close 
to the batter. I use it when I’m 
in the hole to the batter and he 
is looking for a fast one over the 
plate. It looks like it’s going 
over, until close to the plate; then 
it sails. 

“Lyons got fine results with it 
and it has helped keep him at the 
top despite his age. He doesn’t 
tamper with the ball, although 
sometimes accidents of the game 
rough up its surface, which is a 
great help in throwing a sailer. 

“Control is the big thing with 
this delivery and I’m working for 
that. Al Thomas and Mahaffey 
both can throw a sailer and are 
working on it.”

Nobody Loves a “‘Sailer.”’ 


ATTERS hate the sailer. Its 

“break” is hard to guess and 
harder to hit. It enjoyed a great 
vogue in the days of freak pitch- 
ing and “doctored” baseballs. And 
some of the throwers could do 
things with it that would puzzle 
a Thurston. 

“No, there isn’t any rule to pre- 
vent a pitcher from throwing a 
sailer if he can do it without doc- 
toring the ball. That caused its 
disbarment years ago when the 
late Ban Johnson started a move- 
ment to banish all artificial pitch- 


ing deliveries,” said Coach Hart- 
ley, answering a query. 


“Those were the days of the 
‘emery ball,’ used by Russ Ford; 
the ‘shine ball,’ used by Eddie Ci- 
cotte; the ‘mudball,’ the ‘spitball’ 
and other freak throws, all of 
which, except perhaps the spit- 
ball, produced sailers. 


“The sailer breaks much closer 
to the plate than the regular 
curve. It does other funny 
stunts. It can even, if the ball is 
doctored, be made to raise just 
before reaching the plate. 

“It is practically impossible for 
the hitter to gauge it. The bat- 
ter usually makes up his mind as 
to the kind of pitch by the time 
is has come within 15 feet of the 
plate. But the sailer swerves af- 
ter the batter has made up his 
mind and he therefore is not able 
to change his intention quickly 
enough.”

The Case of Danforth. 


AVE DANFORTH, who was 

with the Browns years ago, 
was one of the most noted freak 
ball pitchers of all time. . Inci- 
dentally, he is still one of base- 
ball’s unsolved mysteries. 

After setting the whole league 
by the ears with his sail ball de- 
livery, he was the subject of a 
special investigation launched by 
Ban Johnson, then president of 
the American League. He vir- 
tually was railroaded out of the 
major leagues, although it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if a clear case 
Was ever made against him. 

Hartley at one time was Dan- 
forth’s catcher. Here’s what he 
Says of this cause celebre: 
“They never had a thing on 
Dave. That’s because he could 
throw a legitimate sailer without 
tampering with the ball. I caught 
his pitching. for two years. I 
never knew him to fool with the 
ball. Yet throughout his career 
he was accused of cheating. 

“They laid traps for him, but 
never found out a thing. They 
would toss him a new ball. Then, 
wtihout doing a thing to it ex- 
cept to rub it gently against his 
shirt front (for psychological ef- 
fect I have always thought) he 
would throw a sailer. 


“Umpires, under instructions 
from Ban Johnson, would imme- 
diately grab the ball from the 
catcher, often before it had

I wish I was up to standard in 
this respect. I wish I could tell 
England why it takes a fortnight 
to remove snow from the streets, 
what the word  “boondoggie’”’ 
means and why the word “limey” 
is used to describe my accent when 
I am heard to talk. I can’t do these 
things. It follows, I suppose, that 
I am a poor newspaper man. 
Sorry. 

All the same, I have been to see 
a number of boxing matches in and 
around New York, and perhaps I 
may be allowed to draw a conclu- 
sion or two from what I have seen. 


Our Worst Not THE Worst. 


I'm not just flattering the States 
when I say that I think that the 
general level of boxing seems to be 
higher than it is in my home. I 
don’t think that the States really 
need my flattery. 

The level, I think, is higher. Now 
you might say that it certainly 
ought to be higher when one comes 
to consider the fact that there is a 
slight difference in the numbers of 
the population. We'll admit that. 
But, all the same, it does not seem 
to me so much that the best fight- 
ers I have seen in New York are 
better than the best we see in En- 
gland. I should be inclined to say 
that the worst in New York seem 
to me better than the worst in En- 
gland. That is the real way to 
judge these matters, I fancy. 

But we won't start thinking 
about the worst ones, yet. I have 
seen one champion since I arrived, 
Tony Canzoneri. As I saw him, I 
wondered to myself what would 
happen if- he were to meet our 
British champion, Jack Kid Berg, 
for a fourth time. I'll confess that 
my money would not be on the 
British product. 

An English promoter was telling 
me, shortly before I left home, 
about a conversation he had with 
Berg. They had been discussing 
the possibility of fixing up a fight 
for our champion at the promot- 
er’s hall. Berg had finished up by 
saying that he wasn’t interested in 
any proposition unless he was to 
draw a thousand pounds ($5000). 

That was Berg’s idea of his own 
value, It wasn’t the promoter’s, 
as the promoter happened to re- 
member that Berg had boxed once 
before at his hall—and been 
knocked out in three rounds. 


Americans Keep Busier. 


And that, I should say, explains 
why it is that Berg had six fights 
last year as against the round doz- 
en that Canzoneri had. Jack Peter- 
sen, our heavyweight champion, 
had two fights last year. Eddie 
Phillips, our  light-heavyweight 
champion, had five. 

English fighters, I should say, 
do not recognize that a number of 
small purses mount up to make a 
large sum of money at the end of 
a year. If they are going to fight 
for a smallish purse, they seem 
anxious to know for certain that 
they are taking on a soft job. They 
think that the public wants to see 
champions and doesn’t mind about 
whether it sees a good fight or not. 

If our boxers were to box as 
regularly and against as good op- 
ponents as the American boxers, I

It persists in the smaller 
halls and it is in the smaller halls, 
of course, that the foundations of 
a boy’s career are laid. 

Not All Phil Scotts. 


But don't go away with the idea 
that all our fighters are Phil 
Scotts and Jack Doyles. They 
aren't. I wish that they were all 
Jock McAvoys. They aren't. But 
the fact remains that the average 
British boxer is a creature full of 
heart, no quitter, no squealer. 

If he doesn’t measure quite up to 
the American standard, you can’t 
put all the blame on his young 
shoulders. Those catchpenny, get- 
rich-quick promoters that I men- 
tioned are to blame, training meth- 
ods are to blame, and so are the in- 
competent managers.-who are a 
pest in our land. 

What the average British mana- 
ger likes is that his man should be 
insufferably overmatched when he 
is rising, and undermatched when 
he has arrived. The managers 
seem, almost without exception, to 
rate the money that they can draw 
for their man’s fight as something 
five times as important as his prog- 
ress in his profession. 

These idiots of managers seem 
not to realize that there is such a 
thing as looking to the future. 

It is, in fact, to ny mind, a some- 
what amazing thing that we have 
as good fighters as we have. It 
seems that everything is against 
them—and yet they do make prog- 
ress and compare extremely well 
with the boxers of the other coun- 
tries of Europe. 

Astonishing, but there you are.

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HOOVER OPPOSES TAX 
ON LIFE INSURANCE 


Says It Would Be Just as Log- 
ical to Levy on Old 
Age Pensions.

NEW YORK, March 13.—Former 
President Herbert Hoover, in an 
address before the Life Underwrit- 
ers’ Association of New York City, 
suggested last night that life in- 
surance should be free from tax- 
ation. 

The former President, a director 
of New York Life, said he would 
not talk politics, “for there is no 
politics in life insurance. Every 
raée, creed and political faith are 
its beneficiaries and every race, 
creed and political faith are rep- 
resented in its management.” 

Former Gov. Alfred E. Smith of 
New York, who opposed Hoover 
for the presidency in 1928, is also 
a director of New York Life. 

“It would seem,” the former Pres- 
ident said, “that when our Federal 
Government and our state govern- 
ments are endeavoring to build up 
economic security for the individ- 
ual through old-age pensions and 
through unemployment insurance, 
that this great segment of econom- 
ic security represented by life in- 
surance might well be freed from 
taxation. 

“I regret that that is not’ the 
case. The tax collector has found 
that it is a fertile field for easy 
taxes. And such taxes come out of 
the poor, for only 5,000,000 persons 


pay income taxes, yet 63,000,000 
have insurance. 

“It would be just as logical to 
tax old-age pensions, savings bank 
deposits or any other provision of 
economic security.” 

At one point in his address, Hoo- 
ver alluded to his. previous

“The Government has a peculiar 
responsibility to this vast majority

The spokesman declared it was 
desired that the accord serve as a 
nucleus around which agreements, 
to include Germany, could be built. 

The official organ of the Com- 
munist Party, Pravda, called for a 
solid front of all Powers “interest- 
ed in preservation of peace” to back 
up the ratification of the French- 
Soviet accord, which is already in- 
terlinked with a pact of mutual as- 
sistance between the Soviet Union 
and Czechoslovakia. 

Pravda charged that the Nazis 
‘were “systematically trying to ter- 
rorize western neighbors and blow 
up efforts for collective security.” 

Hitler’s purpose in occupying the 
Rhineland last Saturday in viola- 
tion of the Locarno pact and the 
Versailles Treaty, Pravda said, was 
to open the way for an advance by 
the German army in any direction. 


Pact Ratified; Herriot Appeals to 
Parties for United Stand. 

PARIS, March 13. — Following 
Senate ratification yesterday of the 
mutual assistance pact with Rus- 
sia, political leaders today strove 
for a union of parties to back the 
Government in its stand against 
German occupation of the Rhine- 
land. 

Former Premier’ Edouard Her- 
riot, a leader of the dominant Rad- 
ical-Socialist Party, urged all po- 
litical groups to drop the quarrels 
which he said Germany saw as evi- 
dence of French disunion. 

“Germany is rarely wrong in es- 
timating material power, but is al- 
most always wrong in estimating 
moral forces,” he declared. “By 
moral discipline, freely accepted, 
let us show her that she is again 
mistaken.” 

Its promulgation today made 
fully effective the pact with Rus- 
sia, which is designed to bring the 
Soviet army of more than a mil-, 
lion men to France’s aid and on 
which Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler 
justified his violation of the Lo- 
cearno Pact in sending troops into 
the Rhineland. 

Chamber in Recess. 


The members of the Chamber of 
Deputies returned to their homes 
today to campaign for their places 
in Parliament, but decided to re- 
convene next Wednesday to hear 
how the European crisis over. the 
Locarno Pact was to be settled.

Need to Use Military, Attorney 


Argues Before Supreme Court 


Assistant Attorney General John Dickinson 
Presents Final Plea on Constitutionality 
of Law to Regulate Industry. .

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Oral 
arguments for and against the con- 
stitutionality of the controversial 
Guffey bituminous coal act were 
completed late yesterday afternoon 
before the United States Supreme 
Court, 


The concluding arguments were 
made by’ John Dickinson, an As- 
sistant Attorney-General, who de- 
fended the act, and Frederick H. 
Wood of New York, counsel for 
President J. W. Carter of the Car- 
ter Coal Co., who attacked it. 


Dickinson, a former professor of 
law at the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, speaking for three hours and 
25 minutes, made one of the ablest 
presentations neard from Govern- 
ment counsel on the New Deal laws. 
His closely knit arguments drew 
close attention from the nine Jus- 
tices. He was interrupted . only 
once. Justice Sutherland ques- 
tioned him briefly on a highly tech- 
nical legal phrase. 


In his peroration, Dickinson inti- 
mated that if the Court held that 
the Federal Government could not 
regulate the bituminous coal in- 
dustry, as contemplated by the Guf- 
fey Act, the time might come when 
it would be necessary to use mili- 
tary power to compel order -in 
American economic life. 


Experimental Legislation. 


“This is legislation of an experi- 

mental character,” Dickinson de- 
clared. “Much may turn on _ the 
decision and the opinion of the 
Court. The issues are more tremen- 
dous than those presented by the 
present cases. These issues are 
momentous. 
“The issue of Federal power is 
at stake. The question is whether 
there lurk interstices and crevices 
in the Constitution through which 
required Federal osteieed may have 
sifted. 


“We think the founding fathers, 
in setting up the Constitution were 
wise enough to see that the per 
petuation of the kind of govern- 
ment they desired depended upon 
a constitution strong enough to 
meet every crisis as it arose, not 
by military power but by the order- 
by processes of government. 


“The time may come, if the union 
is to be preserved and the Federal 
Government is to be competent tc 
deal with subversive forces, when 
it may have to use powers which 
we as American citizens would not 
want to see used. 


“We believe and submit that the 
Government must be able to meet 
our national destiny by control 
over commerce. In our economic 
ij life we must have one rule and one 
law.” 

Reply by Wood. 

In reply to this argument, Wood 
declared that if the court held that 
the bituminous coal industry could 
be regulated by the Guffey Act, 
there was no reason why the Fed- 
eral Government could not regu- 
late farming and other industries. 
He said that the court in the 
Schechter NRA decision held that 
the Government had no such pow- 
er over local production. 

Dickinson contended that the 
“commerce” clause of the Consti- 
tution empowered Congress to leg- 
islate on prices, wages and hours 
whenever these factors. sufficient- 
ly affected interstate commerce as 
to put a burden on such commerce. 

“Whatever operates to the det- 
riment of those engaged in inter- 
state commerce,” he said, “can be 
regulated by Congress.” 

In support of this contention, he 
cited the enactment by Congress of 
the Clayton Anti-Trust Act and the 
Federal Trade Commission Act. He 
said that if Congress could not reg- 
ulate the coal industry the indus- 
try would remain unregulated be- 
cause the states were powerless to 
regulate an industry in which more 


than half the products move in 
interstate commerce. 

Handling of Schechter Case. 

Replying to Wood’s argument 
that the Supreme Court had held 
in the Schechter case that wages 
and hours in the wholesale poultry 
business were a local matter and 
had no direct relation to inter- 
state commerce, Dickinson was 
forced to criticise the Govern- 
ment’s handling of that case. He 
said that the Government had re- 
lied on the “tenuous argument” 
that wages and hours in the local 
poultry business were - reflected 
back on the price of the chickens 
and hence operated to affect the 
interstate movement of the poul- 
try. 

He insisted that wages and hours 
in the coal mining industry affect- 
ed prices before the coal began its 
interstate movement and hence 
had a direct effect on the price of 
coal and on the volume of inter. 
state shipments. 

“The question,” he said, “is not 
whether the act of production pre- 
cedes or follows interstate ship- 
ment but is one of the type of pro- 
duction.” | 

He argued at length that the 
Schechter opinions had indicated 
that the Court would consider the 
special facts in every case that 
came before it. 

The Court, Dickinson continued, 
should not be moved by specula- 
tion and hypothesis as to what 
might be done under the contro- 
verted law. 

The Constitution, he said, speaks 
in terms of powers and not in the 
result of the exercise of powers. 
The progressive income tax, he de- 
clared, might be challenged as an 
effort to redistribute wealth—an 
objective not within the scope of 
the delegated or implied powers of 
Congress. The tariff acts, he con- 
tinued, might be called an attempt 
to stimulate certain industries; the 
white slave and the Volstead acts 
might have as their goal the im- 
provement of morals. Yet, he in- 
sisted, these effects of the exercise 
of a congressional power were not 
reviewable by the Court. The at- 
tempt to regulate the prices of in- 
terstate shipments of bituminous 
coal, he concluded, might have so- 
cial and econamic effects which 
Congress could not seek directly. 

Anti-Trust Laws. 

“Tt is idle,” he said “to ask wheth- 
er the founding fathers would’ fa- 
vor the fixing of the price of coal, 
or whether they would favor the 
fixing of railroad rates, or the 
rates of commerce on navigable 
waters. In their day, these were 
questions of local concern. At first 
the courts held that Congress could 
not legislate, through the anti-trust 
laws, against associations of man- 
ufacturers. Before, manufacturing 
was held to be a local activity. 
Later, however, the courts held that 
the manufacturers had made agree- 
ments and contracts whijch affect- 
ed interstate commerce and the 
anti-trust laws were held applicable 
to such associations.” 

Referring to Wood’s frequent re- 
marks on the NIRA, Dickinson in- 
sisted that if there had been no 
NIRA these cases or something 
similar already would have been de- 
cided by the Supreme Court. 

“The statute here before you,” 
he told the Court, “has been de- 
risively called a ‘little NRA,’ but 
in fact, the NRA was an interrup- 
tion to legislation for regulation 
of the coal industry. Since 1924 
the industry has been demoralized, 
the operators bankrupt, the work- 
ers impoverished, something had 
to be done to save the industry, 
and had not the NRA intervened, 
I-gislation of this type wouid have 
been enacted years ago.”

House With Companion on 
Proposed Expedition. 
WASHINGTON, March 13.— 
President Roosevelt yesterday re- 
ceived a visit from his cousin, An- 
dre Roosevelt, who is setting forth 
on an expedition to the headwaters 
of the Amazon River. 
After tracing his proposed route 
into the unexplored hinterlands of 
Ecuador for the President, Roose- 
velt and his companion, Cyril von 
Baumann, left for New York, to 
sail on March 27. 
The explorers, through the Presi- 
dent’s intercession, obtained per- 
mits for their trip from Capt. Eloy 
Alfaro, the Ecuadorian Minister. 
“There’s nothing sensational in 
our trip,” Andre Roosevelt declared. 
“We are going nowhere near the 
regions in which Paul Redfern, the 
aviator, or Col. Fawcett, the ex- 
plorer, disappeared. 
“There's 180,000 square miles of 
territory around the Amazon’s 
head waters that is a mystery 


about the Indians that inhabit the 
region, who they are, or whence 
they came. We'd like to find out.” 

The expedition will have no mili- 
tary guard. “We'll take some 
grenades along,” Roosevelt ¢x- 
plained, “and before we make camp 
we'll toss one or two around to 
scare any wild animals or savages 


away.”

KALIMPONG, BENGAL, India, 
March 13.—The three-man advance 
guard of the expedition planning 
the ascent of Mt. Everest left the 
last outpost of civilization yester- 
day. The summit of Mt. Everest, 
29,141 feet high, has never been 
scaleal. 

The three were F. 8S. Smythe, 
who climbed 28,100 feet, to the high- 
est point ever reached, in 1933, and 
is now going on his fourth expe- 
dition to Mt. Everest; Lieut.

Talmadge said yesterday he was 
forbidding use of his name in pres- 
idential preferential primaries ex- 
cept when called by the State Dem- 
ocratic Executive Committee. He 
has lost twice in county primaries 
to President Roosevelt, whose re- 
nomination he is fighting. 

The Governor said he intended 
to tell the country about “the in- 
vasion of sovereignty of State’s 
rights by the New Deal” in Geor- 
gia. He will speak over a NBC 
network Saturday, March 21, from 
9:30 to 9:45 p. m., St. Louis time. 


COMMONS VOTES $246,000,000 
FOR BRITISH ARMY IN 1936 


$28,000,000 More Than Last Year’s 
Estimates; Labor Moves to Cut 
Figure Defeated.

LONDON, March 13.—The House 
of Commons approved army esti- 
mates for 1936 of £49,281,000 (about 
$246,000,000) last night, after de- 
feating a Laborite motion for re- 
duction in the appropriation, 149 
to 59. The estimates were an in- 
crease Of £$5,731,000 (about $28,- 
000,000) over those of last year. 

Alfred Duff Cooper, Secretary of 
War, told the House during the 
day’s discussion that Great Britain 
was in danger of becoming involved 
in a European war and that the na- 
tion was more vulnerable than ever 
to an air attack. 


FRONTIER BANK RESTRICTIONS 


Alsace Lorraine Depositors’ With- 
drawals Limited; Long Lines.

STRASBOURG, France, March 
13.—Directors of the Strasbourg 
Savings Bank decided last night to 
limit withdrawals to 5000 francs 
every 15 days to each depositor in 
Alsace and Lorraine. 

Long lines of persons wishing to 
remove funds formed at banks yes- 
terday afternoon, continuing to ex- 
hibit the nervousness they had 
shown since Germany’s remilitari- 
zation of the Rhineland zone. 


TAX BILL FRAMERS 
WANT 10 BE SURE 
UF $620,000,000 


Indicate They Will Raise 
What Roosevelt Asked 
for Regardless of ‘Cush- 


ion’ Reserves.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The 
House Ways and Means subcom- 
mittee indicated today that it would 
frame a tax on undistributed cor- 


poration earnings which will yield 
the $620,000,000 requested by the 
administration, regardless of any 
revisions for “cushion” reserves. 

Chairman Samuel B. Hill said he 
believed the tentative schedule “will 
bring in $620,000,000, although it 
may not be,exactly that.” 

A rate starting at 15 per cent on 
the first 5 per cent of undivided 
net corporate income and rising to 
55 per cent on 35 per cent or more 
of undistributed profits has re- 
ceived the most serious considera- 
tion of the subcommittee. 

Hill said the members spent two 
hours this morning trying to un- 
tangle the knotty problem of how to 
prevent foreign holders of stock in 
American corporations from escap- 
ing taxation on dividends. 

“We are no nearer a solution,” 
Hill said. “The problem is: How 
to levy a tax and at what rate to 
have a reasonably just tax on divi- 
dends that go to foreign stockhold- 
ers, either individual or corporate. 
No particular plan is in mind.” 

Hill expressed the opinion the 
sub-committee would not recom- 
mend that a corporation be allowed 
to set aside for reserves, entirely 
exempt from taxation, a part of its 
net income. Rather, he said, cor- 
porations should be required to pay 
taxes on all undistributed net earn- 
ings, with some part assessed at a 
comparatively low rate. This, he 
said, would let them build up the 
necessary reserves, even though 
they did pay some taxes. 

Republican Criticism. 

Treadway (Rep.) Massachusetts, 
told the House yesterday that the 
country was “frightened to death” 
over the forthcoming tax bill. He 
wanted to know what necessity ex- 
isted for a tax bill when $2,000,000,- 
000 of relief money was unexpended. 

Glaring athis Committee colleague, 
Chairman Doughton of the Ways 
and Means Committee challenged 
his statement that the sub-com- 
mittee hasn’t “done a blamed thing.” 

“Wouldn’t it look better if mem- 
bers of the sub-committee, and I 
mention no names,” Doughton said, 
“would sit in and help write this 
tax bill?” 

Another Democrat on the Com- 
mittee, McCormack of Massachu- 
setts, said Treadway was doing a 
bit of political “sniping.”

MADRID, March 13.—Extremists 
set fire tonight to the building of 
the newspaper La Nacion shortly 
after the evening edition, carrying 
an anti-Leftist attack, reached the 
streets. 

Carrying cans of gasoline the ex- 
tremists first burned one of the 
newspaper's trucks, then went to 
the plant and warehozse where 
they overpowered doormen and set 
fire to the buildings. Employes of 
the press and editorial rooms and 
families occupying the upper stories 
were rescued by police and firemen. 

Another crowd armed with ma- 
chine guns and pistols, set fire to 
the Church of San Luis in the busy 
downtown district. The crowd then 
marched to the Cafe Del Norte, 
where they fired pistols and hurled 
paving stones through the windows, 

While nuns fled from convents, 
the targets of repeated attacks in 
the rioting which has caused many 
deaths since the Feb. 16 elections, 
gendarmes arrested a Communist 
for attempting to burn the Salvador 
church in the heart of Madrid. 

Shots were fired by radicals and - 
police in Granada and Madrid wit- 
nessed new Fascist-Leftist clashes. 

There were rumors, unconfirmed 
or denied, that several prominent 
Fascists and Monarchists were 
marked for death and that a gen- 
eral strike is due Monday, when 
Parliament reopens. Fascists who 
tried to storm Premier Manuel 
Azana’s office were beaten off. 

The new Leftist Government, de 
spite denials, was reported plan- 
ning energetic measures to halt the 
disorders, which the Socialist Ex- 
ecutive Committee declared were 
spurred “by Rightists who are bit- 
ter over their defeat in the general 
elections and are seeking to dis 
credit the Leftists.”

Money and Our Economic System. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

TATEMENTS like the following are 

common: If incomes were limited to 
$5000 and all earned over this amount 
were divided among the ones earning less 
than $5000, the recipients would find 
they had less than $2 extra to spend each 
week, You quote a similar statement 
from Brookings Institution, and add, 
“Utopia does not lie along that way.” 

Quite true. But aren’t we overlooking 
a very important phase of what that 
more equal distribution of dollars would 
do? Ten gallons of gasoline makes lit- 
‘tle difference to the total weight of the 
car, but it will furnish power for a great 
many trips to the grocery store. Like- 
wise, a billion dollars is very little, com- 
pared to our national income, but when 
kept free to circulate, facilitates many, 
many billions of additional sales during 
the year. 

Money is our medium of exchange and 


as such must be free to perform its 


duty. Last year, we did a nationdl busi- 
ness of something over 55 billions with 
less than six billions in circulation. Of 
course, some of this business was _ per- 


formed with checks, but checks can never 


balance accounts; this is done with cash. 
It is safe to say the six billions had to 
circulate through the national pockets 

 geveral times, Assuming the six billions 
were necessary to carry out the national 
transactions, anything that would tend 
to interfere with the free circulation of 
money would slow down the distribution 
of our products and their production. 

We will assume $5000 sufficient to pro- 
vide for food, shelter, clothing, ample 
savings for old age, insurance, vacations, 
luxuries within reason, in fact, every- 
thing for modern comfortable living. Un- 
der these conditions, the man who makes 
$5000 will always have a place to spend 
his money and he will continually return 
to circulation as much as he receives. 

As a group, the more than $5000-a-year 

man is getting four billions above what 
we have assumed was enough for com- 
fortable living. He is able through taxes, 
investments, waste, luxuries, charity, 
etc., to put back into circulation three 
billions of this. What happens to this oth- 
er billion that is so necessary to our 
money supply? (Remember, we have only 
six billions in circulation and the removal 
of a billion a year is rather serious.) 
_ It is placed in the bank with the hope 
it can be invested in the future. One can 
readily see by the billions in reserves that 
this is what is happening. This rapid 
sterilizing of our medium of exchange 
would be more disastrous than it is if it 
were not for the Government forcing it 
back into circulation at the rate of three 
to four billions every year in the form of 
relief. But the Government process is 
too long and too painful and too damag- 
ing to our national welfare. In short, it 
doesn't work. . 

Money is not wealth, Wealth consists 
of useful goods and services, Keep the 
money in the hands of the people who 
will spend it and the distribution of 
wealth will take care of itself, Idle 
money cannot perform its duty. 

Let a man earn a million dollars so 
long as he spends it, but the rest of us 
should not be made to suffer because of 
a man’s ihability to return to circula- 
tion that part of the medium of exchange 
which he receives.

$3000 in a Water Pocket. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HERE was a letter in your column of 

Feb. 18, on the subject of control of 
the Mississippi River, in which the writer 
advocated reservoirs and water pockets 
along the river to take care of the floods 
in high water times. 

There is just as much sense in this 
project as there would be in setting 
‘water barrels along the levee to hold 
the rising water. Such pockets would fill 
in six -hours and the rise would be the 
Same as before. I have been on the Miss- 
issippi River since 1882 and have seen 
and been in all these waters. There was 
no levee in 1882 and the river was 73 
miles, wide from Finley, Tenn., to Para- 
gould, Ark. Now we have about six of 
these water pockets or reservoirs be- 
tween Cairo and New Orleans, on the 
west side of the river; there is none ea 
the east side.

AGAIN THE MEMORIAL PROJECT. 

Congressman John J. Cochran of St. Louis takes 
an unassailable position in coming out, with his 
characteristic forthrightness, against the proposal 
to add some $20,000,000 to the funds which already 
have been earmarked by the Federal Government 
and the city for the Jefferson Memorial project. 

As Mr. Cochran points out, the $9,000,000 (made 
up of the city’s $2,250,000 and the Federal Gov- 
jernment’s $6,750,000 from the work-relief funds), 
which: will become available if a pending Federal 
suit against the sale of the city’s bonds is settled 
in the city’s favor, will be sufficient to carry the 
project to a stage complete in itself. That is to 
say, the $9,000,000—no small sum for one public 
improvement in one city—can be used to acquire 
the designated site, clear it and convert the area in- 
to a park. Mr. Cochran expresses his willingness to 
support a small additional appropriation, if neces- 
sary, for these purposes. This, too, is a sound po- 
sition, for the city must guard itself against being 
left with an eyesore. 

‘The Post-Dispatch has previously, in the light 
of new conditions that have arisen since the city 
authorized its memorial bond issue last September, 
warned against an over-optimistic view of the proj- 
ect. The opinion that the city stood small chance 
of getting enough money out of this Congress to lift 
the memorial to its visualized $30,000,000 status has 
now been confirmed by the blunt statement of the 
St. Louis Congressman. It is hardly conceivable 
that Congress, except possibly under extreme execu- 
tive pressure, would vote a grant of $15,750,000— 
the additional amount needed to match the city’s 
proposed total of $7,500,000—over the opposition of 
an influential representative of the district imme- 
diately affected. 

The appropriation of any considerable amount, we 
are convinced, could only be brought about at this 
time by the inclusion of the St. Louis item in an 
omnibus bill, with strong administration urging 
back of it. Any such effort to dragoon Congress in- 
to voting more funds for the memorial project would 
be indefensible, and the city ought not to ask that 
the effort be made. If made, we believe it will be 
doomed to defeat. 

The details of the memorial project are too well 
known to require repetition. Suffice it that the plan 
as it now stands is not the one that the city voted 
upon last September. The city voted to issue $7,- 
500,000 of bonds on the understanding that the Fed- 
eral Government would put up $22,500,000 out of 
work-relief funds at the disposal of the executive. 
An impelling motive behind the voting of the bonds 
was the thought that since the Federal Government, 
in an effort to make work, was distributing }$4,- 
880,000,000 through the country, St. Louis should 
have its share. The promise, moreover, that if the 
bonds were voted, 5000 men would be put to’ work 
in a short time carried great weight with the vot- 
ers. But it turned out that the President could 
not commit the Government to the expenditure of 
$22,500,000. A way finally was found, by resort to 
the Historic Sites Act, to set aside for the city 
$6,750,000 from existing funds, conditional upon 
the city’s putting up $2,250,000. Beyond this $6,750,- 
000 there was no commitment on the part of the 
Government. Any additional funds would have to 
be new money voted by Congress. 

This requirement that the city must go to Congress 
for a large appropriation, if the project was to be 
carried out as originally planned, put an entirely 
different face on the whole matter. Going to Con- 
gress, the city would fly in the face of the definite 
pledge made by Congressman Cochran, as a spokes- 
man for his community, when the Jefferson Memo- 
rial Commission was created by Congress—the pledge, 
namely, that the city would not come back asking 
for money for the proposed memorial. Conditions, 
moreover, were markedly altered by the voting of 
thersoldier bonus and the outlawing of the process- 
ing taxes, two things that placed a new and terrific 
strain on the Federal Treasury and heightened the 
justified demand upon Congress for retrenchment. 

It is to the interest of St. Louis, as it is to the 
interest of the whole country, that this demand 
should bear fruit. The expenditures of the Govern- 
ment have mounted to dangerous heights, and the 
compelling necessity to provide relief will keep them, 
even under the most favorable conditions, at a high 
level for an indefinite time. Elementary prudence 
demands the cutting out of unnecessary expense. 
In these circumstances, St. Louis should rest con- 
tent with the $9,000,000 already provided for the 
river front, or an amount exceeding that sum by 
only so much as may be necessary to make a sightly 
improvement. It cannot now, in good conscience, ask 
for more,

Thumbs down on more money for Quoddy and the 
Florida ship canal was the verdict of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee. It rejected an amendment 
to the War Department supply bill which would have 
set aside $12,000,000 for the canal and $9,000,000 for 
the Maine power project.

granted a preliminary injunction restraining the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. from complying with 
an order of the Senate Lobby Committee. Through 
a legal writ, known as a subpena duces tecum, the 
Lobby Committee had- commanded the telegraph 
company to furnish it with copies of all telegrams 
sent or received by a Chicago law firm during a 10- 
month period in 1935. The firm sought protection in 
the court against what it alleged to be “unreason- 
able search and seizure.” 
Can anyone seriously doubt that such a sweeping 
assumption of power is unreasonable search and seiz- 
ure? Obviously, it is. Obviously, then, the court’s 
action observes both the letter and the spirit of the 
fourth article of the Bill of Rights. 
The oral decision, delivered by Chief Justice 
Wheat, is a measured statement which will appeal 
profoundly, we believe, to public sentiment. It is 
free of any arrogance of opinion. The court, mani- 
festly, was acutely cognizant of the powers of a con- 
gressional investigating committee. One gets the 
impression that there was a grave reluctance to 
say that those powers had been exceeded. But the 
facts were there, namely, that the Senate Lobby 
Committee had undertaken to examine into a year’s 
affairs, almost, of a law firm, as conducted by tele- 
grams. 
“Feeling as I do,” said Chief Justice Wheat, “that 
this subpena goes away beyond any legitimate ex- 
ercise of the right of the subpena duces tecum, I 
think I am bound to grant the injunction as prayed 
for.” 
That is the law, speaking in terms of justice; 
speaking the very thoughts that inspired the adop- 
tion of the provision that the right of the citizen to 
be secure in his papers and effects shall not be vio- 
lated. 
The injunction against the Senate Lobby Commit- 
tee was written with the adoption of the Bill of 
Rights. The Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia has simply repeated it. 
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ENFORCING THE DRIVER’S LICENSE LAW. 

The first conviction has just been recorded in St. 
Louis of a motorist who operated an automobile 
after his city driver’s license had been suspended. 
His previous punishment for careless driving and 
speeding had been suspension of his license for 90 
days. When, a month later, he appeared in Judge 
Vest’s court on a charge of driving a car, he was 
sentenced to 60 days in the Workhouse and fined 
$500.

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PROGRESS OF THE DEMOCRATIC

HE world will watch with awe the deci- 
T cision that has now to be taken in Lon- 

don and Paris and Geneva. It would be 
hard to cite an instance in modern history 
where men have had in cold blood to decide 
a question in which the risks and the con- 
sequences are comparable to this one. 

They took momentous decisions in 1914 
But, as they saw it then, they had no choice, 
The decision here is no less momentous. 
What makes it so incredibly difficult is that 
there is a choice. 

It is a choice that involves grave risk 
however it is decided. If the decision is to 
meet Hitler’s challenge now, and to enforce 
the public law of Europe, it is obvious that 
the dangers are great. Germany is more 
formidable than Italy, and Hitler fs an even 
more violent man than Mussolini. Plainly, 
therefore, there can be no resort to retalia- 
tory measures unless Britain, France and 
their allies make it unmistakably clear that 
they are prepared, if necessary, to use all 
the force they have. 

They will not bluff Hitler, and it would be 
dangerous to try. If they decide to uphold 
the Locarno Treaty, the only hope of avoid- 
ing an absolute test of force is to leave no 
doubt whatever that they mean business. 

This course, though the risks are immedi- 
ate and are great, if it succeeded, would 
preserve Europe from a descent into the an- 
archy of complete lawlessness. For it is 
impossible to assent to the total violation 
of the Locarno Treaty and preserve any 
remnant of respect for any European 
treaty. 


If, on the other hand, they bow to the ac- 
complished fact and accept Hitler’s offer 
of the pacts, the risks are no less great. For 
what he offers them is his promise of non- 
aggression in return for the dissolution of 
their defensive alliance. He ‘says in effect 
that if France will abandon the Central Eu- 
ropean republics, if France will in substance 
cancel her Russian alliance, he will promise 
not to attack anyone. The nations that are 
in the path of the Pan-German advance are 
asked to rely not on their combined strength 
for their security but on Hitler’s pledge that 
he will not attack them; they are asked to 
render themselves collectively defenseless, 
and then to put their fdith in his word. 

They are to do this as the consequence 
of the fact that he has violated, without no- 
tice, and by a sheer assertion of military 
power, a pact of non-aggression, not dictat- 
ed at Versailles, but negotiated freely at 
Locarno and indorsed by, President Hinden-

If there is a third way, neither to act now 
nor to submit now, it would be presumably 
to form a genuine defensive military alli- 
ance with Britain a full member.

Nothing less 
than that, one must believe, would even 
vaguely impress Hitler that his promises 
are not going to be taken seriously or to 
give France and the Central European 
states any sense whatever of freedom and 
security. 

Yet this way, though less immediately 
dangerous than enforcement of the treaty, 
less disastrously abject than submission, 
has also its very grave dangers. Military al- 
liances are notoriously unstable; such an al- 
liance as this, formed in the humiliating 
knowledge that it was a substitute for sol- 
emn pledges they had not dared to keep, 
would leave Europe in a state of feverish 
restlessness.

Who will believe that any new pact or al- 
liance can be more binding than Locarno? 
Britons would ask themselves whether they 
could count on the French, seeing that the 
French had held back in the Ethiopian af- 
fair; the French would ask themselves 
whether they could trust the British, when 
the Locarno signature had proved to be val- 
ueless, 

The Nazis might choose to regard such 
an allianc€é as a new grievance, justifying 
an adventure, precisely as they have adopt- 
ed the Franco-Russian treaty as the reason 
for doing in the Rhineland what they have 
always intended to do as soon ag they were 
strong enough to do it. 

It is not for Americans to suggest how 
this momentous issue should be decided, nor 
to judge those who have the awful responsi- 
bility. They will pray that the statesmen be 
granted wisdom and courage in making a 
decision which is likely to mark a turning 
point in the history of the modern world.

WHAT PRICE LOBBYISTS? 

From the Pittsburgh Press. 

OW that Congress has its sleeves rolled 

up to tackle the lobby problem, the air 
will soon begin to ring with cries about 
freedom of petition. They should cause no 
concern. 

No lobby bill pending in Congress denies 
anyone the right of petition, nor does any 
member of Congress advocate such a course. 
The most that any measure proposes is reg- 
istration of lobbyists. Petitioning—and lob- 
hying—would go on as before if it should 
become law. Only—and here’s the rub— 
lobbyists would be required to make public 
the names of their employers and the 
amounts of their own salaries and expenses. 

There seems to be nothing unfair about 
such a proposition. Lobbyists sometimes 
call themselves the third house of Con- 
gress, and if we accept them on that basis, 
shouldn't we apply the same rules to them 
that we apply to the other two houses? 

Strict ethics and statute law govern the 
private activities of Senators and Represen- 
tatives. Their salaries as lawmakers are 
@ matter of public record. The sums paid 
lobbyists for influencing legislation are 
equally of public concern.

N nearly all lands, there are people who

Friday bears 
a special significance in this connection be 
cause it was the festival of certain gods.

But there might be an answer in 
the peculiarly American institution 
of quantity production. If there 
were vast capital, using the full 
force of mass purchasing power, 
willing to forego speculative profits 
in land values, with money and 
equipment sufficient to maintain 
uninterruptedly a rate of produc- 


| tion never yet imagined, with a con- 


tinuously employed construction 
crew at fixed annual salaries, it 
might be able to produce small de- 
cent houses at half their present 
cost. 

If that could. be done it would 
open up a market hitherto un- 
dreamed of-just as Henry Ford 
did, when he made his first magnifi- 
cent gamble that there is some price 
low enough to move unsuspected 
masses of any product, but that you 
must make the price regardless of 
cost, and gamble on quantity for 
your profit. In this case it’s a gam- 
ble worth taking. The opening of 
such tremendous new industry 
could bring prosperity back. 

From a cold business angle there 
is another advantage; as a hedge 
against inflation nothing could 
equal such a scheme.

The funeral of James B. Down- 
ey, East St. Louis locomotive en- 
gineer, who died Wednesday of 
heart disease, will be held ‘at 1:30

street, East St. Louis. Burial will 
be in College Hill Cemetery, Leb- 

anon, Ill. 

During 40 years’ service as an 
engineer, Mr. Downey never had 
an accident. He received the Car- 
negie medal for heroism in 1908 
for preventing two passenger trains 
from going into a washout between 
Aviston and Trenton, Ill. After a 
fireman and brakeman jumped 
from the train, he remained in the 
cab and stopped the locomotive 15 
feet from the washout. Then he 
flagged another passenger train 
approaching on another track. 

In 1919 he was assigned as en- 
gineer of the train which carried 
the King and Queen of the Bel- 
gians from East St. Louis to Wash- 
ington, Ind. At the conclusion of 
the trip, he received a medal from 
the King. In 1923 he was engineer 
on the train carrying President 
Harding from Washington, Ind., to 
East St. Louis. 

He worked until two weeks ago 
when he suffered a heart attack 
after a trip. He was 61 years old 
and lived at 627 North Thirty- 
eighth street, East St. Louis. His 
widow is his only survivor.

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HE DEMANDED EQUAL RIGHTS, 
BASIS OF NATIONAL RESPECT 


Says He “Tried to Introduce Common Sense 
Into Our Relations’—Asserts War Can- 
not Achieve Final Adjustment. 


KARLSRUHE, Germany, March 18. 
HE tezt of the speech of Adolf 
_ Hitler here last night follows, 
in part, the sections on foreign 
policy in full: 


For three years now I have been 
fighting for Germany. An wunex- 
ampled struggle preceded this 
fight, an unexampled struggle filled 
with three years which now lie be- 
hind us. 

We were not heirs to a rich her- 
itage. On the contrary, the State 
had completely fallen to pieces. 
Business and industry, beginning 
with agriculture and extending 
through the crafts and industry, 
were in a state of almost unparal- 
leled collapse. P 

Anybody could perceive this de- 
velopment, if continued for three, 
four or five years, must lead to a 
catastrophe which then could no 
longer be remedied, 

This’ economic collapse corre- 
sponded with our domestic political 
collapse... .. In this period we saw 
not only the collapse of parties, 
but also people falling apart into 
countless groups in cities and coun- 
tries, workers and farmers, em- 
ployes and officials, proletarians 
and burghers, Catholics and 
Protestants, monarchists and _re- 
publicans. Germany had ceased to 
be inhabited by one people. 


Collapse of Europe. 


To! this situation corresponded 
also Germany’s position in the 


world. Germany’s collapse was not | 
‘a state change but the boundaries | 


only the collapse of one state, but 
the collapse of Europe. Since this 
collapse we have witnessea in Eu- 
rope a series of internal crises, con- 
tinuous tension and unceasing ca- 
tastrophes. 

This Europe and the whole world 
have not become quieter since then. 
Contrasts have not lessened; on the 
contrary, they have become more 
crass. Mistrust today fills people 


on one side, hatred on the other, | 


envy and then again fear. 

Just as our people were decom- 
posed domestically, so also were 
whole nations decomposed. It was 
under such conditions on Jan. 30, 
1933, that we took over power... 


at that time I undertook to realize | 


several points and swore a_ holy 
Oath never to abandon these points. 


Hitler Defines His Purpose. 


First, I was determined to cham- 
pion Germany's honor in the con- 
viction that, just as no individual 
can exist without honor, so also a 
nation cannot exist without hon- 
ees 
Secondly, I therefore, from that 
moment, demanded equal rights for 
Germany ... I cannot agree to a 
position for Germany that allots 
second or third place to her.... 


Thirdly, I was convinced that na- 
tional honor and equal rights can 
exist only on a basis of one’s own 
strength. Just as in individual life 
man and his existence depend upon 
his will power, his determination 
and courage and not upon the as- 
sistance of others, so also I must in- 
sist to begin with that a people can 
build only upon its own strength. 

And I, fourthly, was determined 
to see to it that this power makes 
itself manifest through its own dis- 
play of will and in a deed. ... 


Concentration of Will. 


I have fought for the idea that | 


the strength of a people lies in a 
concentration of its will in one will, 
in a concentration of its determina- 
tion and in a concentration of its 
action in one action. 


Fifthly, | was at that time de-| 


termined to restore peace within 
Germany in that I turned against 
those who believed they must safe- 
guard their interest in eternal civil 
and class wars, in everlasting party 
and economic struggles. ... 

I have taken the standpoint that 
the regime must be independent of 
individual interests. The regime 
must not be subservient to this one 
or that one—it must keep in mind 
the interests of all before individual 
interests. I recognize no regime 
of peasants, no regime of workers, 
of city folk, of craftsmen and 
tradesmen of industry. I recognize 
but one regime—the regime of the 
German people... . 

Just as I had five principles for 
internal peace of the nation, for in- 
ternal understanding and mutual 
respect, which were at the same 
time instructive for National Soci- 
alism, so also I have endeavored 
to accustom the German people to 
the world about them. 

Big ideal of Peace. 

I sought the big ideal of peace 

with the conviction that in the long 


run Europe can be happy only un- | 


der this ideal. It is my desire to 
solve big international conflicts ex- 
actly as I have succeeded internal- 
ly, that is by taking into account 
viewpoints of right and acceptabil- 
ity and, therefore, reason. 

It may be said to me: “That is 
impossible; that is fantastic; that 
is idealistic.” 

I believe in these ideals. They 
have already succeeded in some 
cases. I do not come before the 
German people perhaps as a bab- 
bler. I can say: These thoughts 
have directed me for three years 
and they have served me well. 

When I took over the Govern- 


worst 


problem thought over with suffi- 
cient sobriety. Everybody let him- 
self be dragged into hatred, envy, 
fear, jealously—in short, into the 
unnatural emotions which can be 
called unreasonable. 
Common Sense, Eternal Principles. 
I have tried to introduce common 
sense into our relations with the 
world about us. I tried to build up 
these relations upon eternal prin- 


_ciples, upon fundamental laws of 
/human inter-relationships and hu- 
‘Man endeavor that have been 


proven correct. 


I have further tried to invoke 
logic; I have tried to make clear to 
the world and to the German people 
that Europe is but a small! concep- 
tion, that in this small Europe for 
centuries fundamental changes 
have no longer taken place, that 
even in Europe it is a question of 
a family of peoples and that indi- 
vidual members of this family are 
each hardened in themselves.in that 
they represent nations filled with 
traditions, and looking back upon 
the great past, that they call a great 
culture of their own and proudly 
hope for the future. 


I have endeavored to make clear 
to our people and to other peoples 
that every hatred-laden clash can 
only bring small, slight and tem- 
porary successes. Only as concerns 
boundary lines can war bring about 
change—peoples within them _re- 
main almost stable. Boundaries of 


of people have become nearly  un- 
changeable. 
No Empty Spaces. 

There are no empty spaces in Eu- 
rope into which masses of people 
may crash, there are no unhard- 
ened peoples in Europe who could 
be dispossessed without further ado. 

Perhaps, too there is no necessi- 
ty for and no meaning in an at- 
tempt to rob a people of their indi- 
viduality and force another strange 
one upon them. 


Proceeding from such matter-of- 
fact historical considerations, I 
have also tried to improve Ger- 
many’s relations with her neigh- 
bors and I was not without success 
in this attempt. 

Three years ago there was still a 


wide gap between us and Poland. 
It then proved possible for me 
gradually to lessen the tension and, 


eee 


thanks to the enlightened grasp of | 
another great leader and statesman | 


(the late Marshal Pilsudski), grad- 
ually to bring the two peoples near 
one another. 

From this mutual approach there 
developed a realization of the ne- 
cessity for sensibly living next to 
each other. From this again 
emerged gradually a mutual con- 
sideration for each other. 


Normalized Relations. 


I am convinced that after a cer- 
tain period people will not under- 
stand how two such peoples could 
ever enter into almost a sphere of 
traditional and hereditary enmity. 

I have tried to take out the poi- 
son and to normalize the relation- 
ship between the two peoples, and 
have succeeded. I have succeeded 
to the advantage of two peoples 
and only perhaps to the detriment 
of the eternal Communistic trouble 
maker. 

I believe to begin with that a 


rich blessing accrued to the econ-. 


omy of both nations in the form of | 
‘man people. I know that this mon- 


/ument will be better if it consists 
of a work of peace than of war. 


this rappraochement. 

Just as the economy of these two 
nations suffered for years in un- 
certainty, so our entire East suf- 
fered from this uncertainty. But 
not only we, but the other side 
also. What has all of that to do 
with common sense? Neither will 
Poland ever wipe out Germany nor 
Germany destroy Poland. 

Two peoples are here as two reali- 
ties and they are doing well to make 
life bearable. 

I have tried to transplant this 
same idea from the east to the 
west. Here, too, I tried—and I be- 
lieve it is the first time a German 
Nationalist has done it—to demon- 
strate that a continuation of the 
so-called hereditary enmity is 
senseless for both peoples because 
it is devoid of reason and must 
necessarily be so. 


Triumph of Common Sense. 
To be sure, that is not easy. 
Many will say: “Here is, perhaps, 
where you will fail.” But I believe 
in my ideals and I also believe in 


some day triumph here also. In any 
cease, I believe it is necessary to do 
everything possible to insure the 
triumph of this common sense. 
I am saying this as a German 
Nationalist. Only as such can ] 
say it, and in so doing it I am cer 
tainly not speaking of renouncing 
any rights of my people, just as I 
do not want to deprive others of 
their rights. I want to find a syn- 
thesis between the rights of both 
peoples. I do not want to deprive 
other people and I shall never per- 


mit Germans to be deprived of their 


rights. 

I believe the first thing necessary 
is for both peoples toface each other 
as completely equal, completely 
equal because only from such equal- 
ity of rights can there develop the 
necessary respect. 

I blame my predecessors for not 
attempting to build up rapproche- 
ments with the aid of the best Ger- 
man elements and not upon the

idea of unconditional equality. 
Equality of Rights, Respect. 

And I have determined that my 
conciliation policy shall and must 
be filled with the idea there is no 
such thing as two partners with 
different rights and that there can 
only be partners with equal rights. 
Only from this equality of rights 
can there develop mutual respect. 
Only from mutual respect can there 
come mutual consideration. 

We have here two peoples. Be- 
tween them lie historical misfor- 
tunes. Both peoples have untold 
times drenched battlefields with the 
blood of their best people. Frontiers 
have shifted now 50 kilometers in 
this direction and now 50 in that 
direction. 

A final result could never be 
achieved this way, but to the con- 
trary both peoples would lose their 
best blood and during the interim 
their economy also would’ suffer 
from worry, distrust, from fear and 
from hatred. 

I believe a quieter reflection must 
also show these two peoples’ the 
way to each other. If someone 
asks me: “Do you think that too 
idealistic a policy?” I must an- 
swer: “Anything that corresponds 
to common sense is, in the last 
analysis, real.” 

This conception of German and 
French relations is much more real 
than the conception of those who 
believe that only with prejudice or 
with secrets can these problems be 
approached. 

Hand of Reconciliation. 


Of course, this, too, I am saying 
as a German nationalist. And 
herein lies the advantage of what 
I am saying. 

Perhaps there are people in 
France who say, “Why that man 
is a German nationalist.” You may 
thank God a German nationalist 
wants to stretch out the hand of 
reconciliation to you. If another 
one did it, it would be worthless 
anyway. 

Only he who can win over the 
entire German people to this world 
of ideas is a really valuable part- 
ner. He who can appeal only to 
certain internationally orientated 


| circles does not bring with him the 


most valuable part of the people, 
for whatever is valuable has its 
origin in its own nationalism, is ac- 
curate in national consciousness, is 
rooted in tradition, is proud and 
bold—and that is what I am bring- 
ing to this reconciliation as speak- 


-er for 67,000,000 people. 


I am told: “Yes, common sense— 

but there are not other imponder- 
ables that determine life?” 
I protest against the claim that 
those conceptions are more impor- 
tant that are not anchored in com- 
mon sense.

But in so doing I do 
not close my eyes before essential 
tasks hence, essential aims, that 
have been placed before us. 

If anybody said, “What do you 
want, anyway? If you are a Na- 
tionalist you must celebrate mili- 
tary triumphs.” 

I am happy if I can rejoice in 
other triumphs. I have learned to 
know war better perhaps than other 
international policticians. In. any 
case, better than those who make a 
business of inciting to war.... 
Understand that many an adver- 
sary of ours looks on war with dif- 
ferent eyes than we. 

We see in it something terrible, 
not because we are cowardly, but 
because that is the way war is. 
They see in it something beautiful, 
not because they are brave but be- 
cause it brought advantages to 
them. Between them and ourselves 
there is a chasm which cannot be 
bridged, 

I have an ambition to set a mon- 
ument for myself among the Ger- 


Grenades Versus Homes. 

If today I must have 30 grenades 
manufactured, edch grenade proba- 
bly costs me 3000 marks (about

The relations France has had 
with these states could never be a 
matter of indifference to us. France, 
however, has now taken up the 
same relations with Soviet Russia. 
Soviet Russia does not border on 
Germany, but through a third state 
it is brought to Germany. It is here 
that I arise as anxious warner of 
the German people. 

I know what the German people 
want. I would like very much. to 
know what France wants. 

What’ Bolshevism wants is well 
known to us. That we experienced 
in our country. No foreign states- 
man can here tell me anything... 
if the other statesmen hitherto had 
no experience they can be congratu- 
lated. Let us hope they will not 
be condemned some day to take 
cognizance ...no man can know 
how things will develop in Europe, 
but may God have mercy upon the 
peoples that experiences develop- 
ment of Bolshevism. 

I do not want my people to stand 
there defenseless against such a de- 
velopment ... I believe there are 
untold millions in France who cer- 
tainly want merely to live in free 
friendship and peace with Ger- 
many. 

Once, however, the waves of Bol- 
shevism inundated Europe, it be_ 
comes doubtful who, in the last 
analysis, will direct affairs. Other

An Island of Peace. 


In the rest of the world today we 
see insurrections, plunderings and 
strikes.

BRIBERY INDICTMENT AGAINST 
MAINE POSTMASTER QUASHED 


Augusta Official Had Been Accused 
of Distributing Clothing to 
Influence Election. 

AUGUSTA, Me. March 13.—A 
bribery indictment against Post- 
master Harold E. Weeks was 
quashed today by Justice William 
H. Fisher in Superior Court. The 
indictment alleked Weeks and nine 
others had distributed Emergency 
Relief Administration clothing for 
the purpose of influencing the Au- 
gusta municipal election of 1934. 

Weeks was one of 19 persons i+ 
dicted. Charges against others, in- 
cluding John A. McDonough, for- 
mer ERA administrator, included 
conspiracy and cheating by false 
pretense. 

Former Chief Justice William R. 
Pattangall, special assistant to the 
County Attorney, told the court 
evidence presented to the grand 
jury warranted the indictment but 
that later investigation showed dis- 
tribution by Weeks was not done 
with the intention of influencing 
the election. Pattangall, in recom- 
mending the court action, ex- 
plained Weeks was merely continu- 
ing charity work which he had 
done for several years.

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LAMB MAY BE SERVED 
IN MANY TASTY WAYS 


Other Cuts Beside Leg and 
Chops for the Family 
Which Relishes Lamb, 


The effect of climatic conditions 
on certain food crops is well un- 
derstood. While we seem to under- 
stand this connection with regard 
to fruits and vegetables we rarely 
associate it with meat. Plentiful 
grazing areas mean a high qualty 
in meat animals just as the right 
kind of a season means better fruits 
and vegetables. 

Lamb Is Good Now. 

Quality lambs are coming onto 
the market in great abundance just 
now. In fact it is a good buy just 
now. We have come, for some rea- 
son or other, to associate lamb with 


spring. It is possible now to have 
lamb all year round though the 
season is at its height during the 
early months of the year. 

American people have always pre- 
ferred lamb to mutton, whereas in 
England the mutton chop is consid- 
ered the prize delicacy and the leg 
of mutton is the gala dish for the 
table. There are certain character- 
istics between the meat of lamb 
and mutton which the housewife 
may easily come to know. In lamb 
the color is» pink and quite lean, 
while the mutton shows up a sort 
of brick red. The bones are softer 
and smaller in lamb and the “break 
joint” of the foreleg shows four 
well-defined ridges. In mutton this 
joint is absent and there will be a 
hard, shiny surface with two promi- 
nent ridges. The fat of mutton is 
much harder than that of lamb. 

Many Ways to Serve. 

There are 80 many ways of serv- 
ing lamb other than using the leg 
or chops, which are often looked 
upon as rather expensive. The 
shoulder and breast turn out many 
dishes that are extremely appetiz- 
ing. 

Rolled Lamb Shoulder. 
(With browned pears) 

One lamb shoulder, rolled 

Six to eight pear halves 

Three-fourths cup grated cheese 

Cloves, salt, pepper. 

Wipe meat with a damp cloth. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
stick a few cloves in the meat. 
Place on a rack in the roasting: pan 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees) 
and bake for two and one-half 
or three hours, or until the lamb 
is tender. Half-an hour before the 
meat is done place the drained ear 
halves around the roast. Cover 
with cheese and leave in the oven 
until they are browned. 

Lamb with Okra. 

Two pounds lamb breast 

One onion, diced 

One-half can of tomatoes 

Two tablespoons olive oil 

One-fourth cup minced celery 

Two pounds fresh okra or one 
can okra 

Salt and pepper. 

Brown the onion in the olive oil 
and then add the lamb which has 
been cut in small pieces. Brown 
and season with salt and pepper. 
One-half clove of garlic, finely 
minced, may be added _ since it 
brings out the sweetness of the 
meat. Add the tomatoes, celery 
and okra, cover and simmer gently 
until the meat is tender. 

Stuffed Leg of Lamb. 

Select a leg of lamb weighing 
seven or eight pounds. Have the 
butcher remove the bone and fill 
the cavity with the following dress- 
ing: 

One and one-half cups 
minced ham. 

One-half cup bread crumbs. 

Four tablespoons melted butter. 

Two tablespoons minced parsley. 

One tablespoon minced celery. 

One egg. 

One-half clove garlic, minced. 

Mix together all the ingredients, 
season with pepper and = salt, if 
necessary, and add one-half clove 
finely minced garlic. Fill the leg 
with this dressing, close the open- 
ing with skewers, place on a rack 
in an open pan and cook in a mod- 
erat oven (300-350 degrees) alfowing 
30 minutes per pound. 

Individual Lamb Roasts. 

Have loin lamb chops cut two 
and one-half inches thick. Have 
bone removed and wrap the chops 
with a slice of bacon and secure 
with a small skewer. Rub with 
salt, pepper and flour and place 
on a rack in an open pan and cook 
in a hot over for the first 10 min- 
utes until nicely browned and then 
continue roasting in a slow oven 
(300 degrees) for about 30 minutes. 
Serve one roast to each person. 


PINEAPPLE PIE DE LUXE 


One fresh pineapple. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

One-half cup pineapple juice. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour.

All foods, solid or liquid, contain 
water. Even bread is usually 35 
per cent water. Fruits and juicy

And 
the water in the foods we eat goes 
to make “up the total supply the 
body must have for many vital pur- 
poses. 

Food, however, furnishes only a 
small part of that total supply. To 
meet our needs we should drink 
plenty of water every day, nutri- 
tionists tell us, whether we feel 
“dry” or not. Our daily quota is 
usually counted as six to eight 
glasses. With soups or with coffee, 
tea or other beverages, which are 
mainly water, we can afford to 
drink somewhat less plain water— 
but most people probably do not 
drink as much as would be good 


for them,

that some of the liquid foods, 
though bulky because of the wa- 
ter they contain, have less total 
nutritive value than may be. sup- 
posed. Water, necessary as it is, 
has none. Clear soups, or any 
soups not made with milk, have 
only the food values of their in- 
gredients other than water. Con- 
somme and meat broth, although 
flavorful and often useful for other 
reasons, are 95 to 97 per cent water, 
and only 3 to\5 per cent solids, 
therefore must not be relied upon 
for more than a very little actual 
food value. This is true of the 
jellied form, too. Vegetable soups, 
of course, have more solids and 
more food value. Milk, with 13 per 
cent solids, is highly nutritious, and 
milk and soups and chowders have 
the milk values plus the valeus of 
whatever vegetables, meat, fish or 
other ingredients may be added to 
the milk. 

Clear beverages, as well as clear 
soups, being largely water, have 
only the food value of their other 
constituents. Coffee and tea, with- 
out milk, cream or sugar, have 
practically no nutritive value in

OME fruit and vegtable juices 
Gare rich in vitamin values, and 
contain some minerals and su- 
gar. Orange, lemon, grapefruit and 
tomato juices, pineapple, peach, ap- 
ricot and some berry juices are good 
sources of vitamin C. 
Water, with no food value, has 
nevertheless a many-sided role to 
play in the diet. It is so necessary 
that the body carries in its tissues 
a supply which equals almost two- 
thirds of the body weight. This 
supply keeps all the body tissues in 
shape—literally in shape and form 
as well as in normal condition in 
other respects. In the digestive 
tract water serves to dissolve food 
materials which can not be util- 
ized until they are in solution, and 
it helps to make bulk, which is nec- 
essary for mechanical reasons. Wa- 
ter in the blood, which is about 80 
per cent water—carries the digest- 
ed food materials to all parts of the 
body for use, and also carries off 
waste products. By evaporation 
through the skin, water controls 
the body temperature. 
But the water supply in the body 
is constantly being used. Therefore 
it must be constantly replaced. Wa- 
ter is given off through the lungs, 
in breath; through the skin in 
perspiration, visible or invisible; 
and as a waste product through the 
kidneys. In one way or another, 
something like two to five quarts 
of water are given off every day. 
We make up that loss by the water 
we drink and the water we get in 
our food.

This fibrous material is useful for 
the very reason that most of it is 
not digested. Its uses are mechan- 
ical. It serves as a framework to 
keep food particles from forming @ 
compact mass which would not be 
so easily penetrated by the diges- 
tive juices. It holds water, which 
adds to its bulk. This bulk in it- 
self promotes activity of the intes- 
tinal muscles. 

But the fibrous parts of these 
foods vary all the way from the 
rough bran or seed coats of grain, 
and the seeds, cores and skins of 
fruits, to the soft fiber in the flesh 
of fruits and vegetables that have 
been cooked. Cooking, of course, 
softens the fiber and makes it ten- 
der—that is one reason why we 
cook cereals, vegetables and fruits. 
Even bran is softened by cooking, 
as in whole-grain cereals. The 
sofetest fiber of all is that of a 
puree—the pulp of vegetables which 
have been cooked and put through 
a sieve. This is done especially 
with peas and beans for soup, or 
with leafy vegetables, or with ap- 
ples and other fruits for sauces, or 
with prunes for prune whip. 

Nutritionists recommend at least 
two or three servings of vegetables 
and some fruit every day, cooked or 
raw, not only for the mineral and 
vitamin values of these foods, but 
because of their fibrous structure.

“"Way back when”— is one way 
of describing the passage of time. 
It was in those good old days that 
the fruits whicn were fresh were 
few and far between in the winter 
season, By the time spring had be- 
gun to roll around the apple barrel 
was rather empty and even the 
dried fruits that had been home- 
dried were consumed) 

Home drying was part of every 
good homemaker’s repertoire. Ap- 
ples and peaches and some plums 
were dried, but it took the commer- 
cial groups to put the drying of 
fruit on a large scale that it occu- 
pies today. 

Retain Food Value. 

Dried fruits are in no way im- 
paired. Their food value is still 
high. The only change in them is 
the removal of some of the water 


content. They may be used in pies 
and tarts, winter jams and marma- 
lades, and they also add a much 
needed change to the breakfast 
fruit menu. 

Most dried fruits contain enough 
natural sugar and are best cooked 
without it. Whatever is required 
should be added during the last 10 
or 15 minutes of cooking. Prunes 
should be cooked for 45 minutes or 
one hour. Apricots and peaches 
should cook for at least 45 min- 
utes. Figs become tender after 
about 30 minutes of cooking. 

Most of the dried fruits may be 
served without cooking. Children 
seem to like them uncooked, and it 
is a good way of solving the sweets 
problem. Cooked dried fruits form 
the basis for many an interesting 
winter dessert. Apricots and prunes 
make a particularly effective upside 
down cake, to say nothing of 
sauces, tarts and pies. 

Prune Pudding. 

One cup stewed pitted prunes. 

One-quarter cup juice. 

One cup sugar. 

Pinch of salt, 

Small piece of cinnamon, 
» One and one-third cups 
water. 

One-third cup cornstarch, 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

Place the pitted prunes and juice 
in a saucepan with the sugar, salt, 
cinnamon and boiling water and 
cook slowly for 10 minutes, Dilute 
the cornstarch with enough cold 
water so it will pour easily, add to 
the first mixture and cook for five 
minutes, stirring constantly. Re- 
move cinnamon, add lemon juice 
and pour into a mold. Serve cold 
with milk or cream. 

Danish Apricot Tarts. 

One cup flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup shortening. 

One egg, beaten. 

Mix flour and salt together. Cut 
in shortening with two knives. Add 
enough egg to hold ingredients to- 
gether. Chill. Divide pastry in six 
equal parts; roll in thin rounds on 
a slightly floured board. Fit each 
round into individual tart pan, 
trim edge; prick bottom and sides 
with tines of a fork. Bake in a hot 
oven (425 degrees) for 10 minutes. 

Apricot Filling. 

One-half pound dried apricots, 
cooked. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

One cup heavy cream. 

Drain cooked apricots; measure 
liquid and add enough water to 
make one cup. Add sugar and cook 
until slightly thickened. Add ap- 
ricots and cool. Before serving fill 
the tart shells, and cover tops with 
whipped cream. 

California Stuffed Ham. 
Three cups bread crumbs. 
One-fourth cup raisins. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Few grains pepper. 

One-half teaspoon poultry season- 
ing. 

One onion, chopped. 

Three tablespoons fat. 

One-fourth cup boiling water. 

Two slices ham (cut one _ inch 
thick). 

Mix bread crumbs, raisins, sea- 
sonings. Fry onion in fat; add to 
bread mixture. Add water; mix 
well. Spread between slices of 
ham; tie firmly with string. Put in 
covered baking dish; add a little 
water; bake in slow oven (325 de- 
grees) one hour. Serve with hot 
raisin sauce. 

Raisin Sauce. 

Mix one-fourth cup brown sugar 
and one tablespoon flour, add three- 
fourths cup water; bring to boiling 
point. Add _ one-fourth teaspoon 
salt. one-fourth cup orange juice, 
three tablespoons lemon juice, one- 
half cup raisins. Boil slowly 5 
minutes, and add one tablespoon 
butter.

FISH FOR LENT 
HAS NEW ANGLES 


Fish Steaks and Séa Foods 
Add Interest to Plain 
Meals. 


Fish may be an old story in the 
Lenten season but it has innumer- 
able new angles. Our supply of fish 
is no longer limited and now we 
may have fresh fish whenever we 
like, thanks to our shipping facil- 
ities. 

Those of us who object to the 
tiny bones in fish that always put 
themselves in evidence at the 
wrong time prefer the fish steaks 
which may be baked, fried or 
broiled or steamed and served with 
a sauce. Halibut and swordfish 
steaks are “in” now and catfish, a 
native of our own Mississippi is 
coming into its own as a steak. 
Filets of sole and haddock are an- 
other type of boneless fish that 
most of us know. Sole, which is in 
reality a flounder has been taken 
in hand by French cooks and been 
made a truly epicurean dish. 

Bake Large Fish. 

Larger fish may be baked, 
stuffed, broiled or fried and here 
the red snapper is a favorite. For 
a stuffing a plain bread dressing 
is preferred by some cooks while 
others prefer oysters or mushrooms. 
Ten minutes to the pound is con- 
sidered ample time and where the 
fish is dry, basting is required. 
French cooks add white wine in 
cooking for the delightful flavor it 
imparts. 

A white sauce makes the best 
sauce for baked fish though tomato 
or oyster sauce is often used. For 
broiled fish melted butter is best 
though many prefer a lemon but- 
ter sauce. 

While sea foods are in season 
just now, such things as crab and 
lobster meat and shrimp can be 
had whenever one wants them. Sea 
foods are particularly good for 
dainty luncheons as hot dishes or 
salads where a lighter meal is pre- 
ferred. 

Crabmeat Creole. 

Two cups hot cooked rice. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

One and one-half teaspoonfuls 
minced onion. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One and one-half cups chicken 


One and one-half cups crabmeat. 
One tablespoon lemon juice. 
Three-quarters teaspoon salt.

If 
baked, set in pan of hot water and 
cover for first half of cooking. 
Serve with buttered peas, carrots 
or savory egg sauce. 
Fried Oysters. 

Clean oysters and dry with cloth. 
Season with salt and pepper. Have 
ready two dishes of crumbs and one 
dish beaten egg and water (one 
egg, beaten with two tablespoons 
water). Dip oysters first in crumbs. 
then in egg, then in crumbs. Fry 
in deep mazola at 399 degrees Fah- 
renheit and drain on paper.

Calavos, Fish and Fresh Vege- 
tables Are Plentiful 
At This Time. 


have brought literally a flood 
of vegetables from California. 

For salad greens you may choose 
the tender leaf lettuce which tastes 
so good with a bacon and vinegar 
dressing. Endive or curly lettuce 
is being sold by the pound these 
days but it is a good buy. If it is 
washed and picked over carefully 
before being put away with the 
moisture still clinging to it in its 
own bag or sack this iron rich green 
may be used down to the last 
smidgin. 

Fresh pineapple is in the market 
and Southern grapefruit is selling 
at extremely reasonable prices. 
Calavos which may be classed as 
fruits or vegetables, also are in 
season now and may be used in 
numerous dishes. Brussels sprouts 
still are available and new cabbage 
is coming in in quantities.

For those who prefer steaks 
there are swordfish, halibut and 
catfish steaks, the latter coming to 
be prized as a real delicacy in the 
East. For baking, broiling or fry- 
ing there is the Lake Superior 
white fish and for baking exclu- 
sively the red snapper. Smelts 
from Canada which are delicious, 
tasty morsels, also are in the mar- 
ket now. 

For those who like the smoky 
tang in fish dishes there is smoked 
finnan haddie which requires no 
soaking. For smaller portions the 
junior is excellent and for larger 
ones the smoked filet of finnan 
haddie is very fine. 

Sea foods are in good season just 
now. Lobster and crab meat al- 
ready cooked and ready to be used 
in salads or creamed may be had. 
Shrimp, either fresh or cooked, is 
also available, and among the more 
succulent, year-round sea foods the 
scallop is excellent. The scallop 
is the edible muscle of the bivalve 
and is very sweet and tasty. Scal- 
lops are usually dipped in batter 
and fried in deep fat. They may 
also be cooked “enbrochette” or on 
skewers alternating with fresh 
mushroom caps and bits of bacon. 
The filled skewers are then laid 
across a bread pan and broiled un- 
der a moderate flame after being 
basted with butter. 


OR Sunday’s dinner we recom- 

mend planked lamb chops as a 

welcome change from the usual 
roasts. This means that there will 
be no leftovers to plan into the 
meals for Monday and the meat pie 
suggested for dinner that evening 
May be made of one of the less ex- 
pensive cuts. Use a pastry crust 
or a mashed potato crust. If you 
like you may use the reguiar recipe 
for biscuits and bake them as a 
crust on top of the pie. 
Roast lamb is suggested for 
Tuesday’s dinner. Planned left- 
overs make the lamb croquettes for 
Thursday's dinner. It is a good 
idea to introduce rhubarb into the 
menu in this few weeks before the 
official spring opening. Rhubarb 
cooked and the juice thickened 
with a bit of cornstarch makes an 
excellent shortcake or pie. 
Citrus fruits are reasonably 
priced this week and we recom- 
mend a quantity purchase which 
will allow fruit combination salads 
for a number of meals during the 
week, besides providing the break- 
fast grapefruit.

WANTS NO POLITICS 
IN JUVENILE COURT 


Ex-Judge Hoffmeister Tells G. 
O. P. Women Gambling Is 
Rampant in City. 


Opposition to any change in the 
personne] of the Juvenile Court 
staff was expressed by former Cir- 
cuit Judge Fred J. Hoffmeister, a 


Republican, in a speech at a meet- 
ing of the Republican Women’s 
Club of St. Louis at Hotel Statler 
yesterday. 

“The Democrats are apparently 
trying to extend the political spoils 
system to the Juvenile Court,” he 
said, “and as a former Judge, who 
presided frequently in that Court, 
I am fearful of what may happen 
to our young people if any change 
is brought about in the present 
staff. The present staff members 
have served many years, have be- 
come well grounded in their work, 
and they cannot and should not 
be replaced by inexperienced per- 
sons, 

“An examination was held recent- 
1, for anplicants for staff positions. 
I question the legality of that ex- 
amination, for the law provides 
that such an examination shall be 
held only in case of vacancies, and 
there are no vacancies. No one 
questioned the procedure at the 
time, but I believe all good citizens 
should unite to keep the Juvenile 
Court out of politics.” 

Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartor- 
jus, a Democrat, now presiding in 
the Juvenile Court, has denied 
there would be a political shake-up 
in the personnel of the probation 
staff, and has said that the exam- 
ination was held to create an elig- 
ible list of applicants. 

“Highlights of City Politics.” 

Judge Hoffmeister also reviewed 
“the highlights of city politics,” as- 
serting that there were not only 
“lots of highlights but plenty of 
dark lights, dim lights and low 
lights.” 

“One of the low lights is the con- 
dition that prevails regarding gam- 
bling and vice,” he said, “I say 
that vice and gambling are run- 
ning riot in the city at present and 
conditions were never worse even 
in the old days. The number of 
handbook shops has increased, I 
am told, from 350 to 700 in the last 
three years. From my experience 
on the Juvenile bench, I know what 
that means to our young people, 
many of whom are led to seek em- 
ployment in handbooks, It means, 
too, that the poor men, earning $10 
and $12 a week, spend most of their 
earnings in the handbooks, and 
then go home without money 
enough to buy food for their fam- 
ilies. 

“There's a way to stop them and 
I can’t see why it hasn't been tried. 
If a patrolman were stationed in 
each shop, I think it would dis- 
courage the customers and _ the 
shops would have to go out of 
business. It would be worth a trial, 
for something must be done to drive 
them out of the city.” 

Criticises Paroles. 

Judge Hoffmeister also criticised 
the recent parole by Circuit Judge 
Eugene Padberg of State Represen- 
tative Lawrence J. Fontana and 
former City Market Master James 
QO. Stubbs, both involved in the City 
Hall shooting last September in the 
office of Recorder of Deeds John 
P. English, the shooting being an 
outgrowth of the Democratic fac- 
tional row. 

“Apparently,” he said ironically, 
“Fontana and Stubbs were paroled 
because their aim was bad and they 
didn't hurt anybody. I question 
whether carrying weapons into a 
public building and engaging in a 
shooting affray is a parolable of- 
fense, however.” 

Commenting on the river front 
bond issue election last September, 
Judge Hoffmeister. criticised the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
for failure to investigate charges 
of alleged fraudulent registration 
and voting brought by a citizens’ 
committee opposed to the bond 
issue. 

“I am disappointed in our Repub- 
lican members, Sol Moore and Steve 
Wagner,” he said. “It seems to me 
they might have been a little more 
active in pressing an investigation 
of those charges, and I’d just as 
soon tell them so. Evidently the 
Election Board has to be cleaned 
out and we've got to get two Re- 
publicans in there who will do their 
duty as Republicans.” 

Predicts G. O. P. Success in 1937. 

Judge Hoffmeister said that the 
Board of Aldermen, since it had 
been controlled by the Democrats, 
had frittered away its time in fac- 
tional disputes, enacting only one 
constructive ordinance, the drivers’ 
license law. 

“We should win the city election 
in the spring of 1937,” he said, “but 
we have to clean out our own house 
first and get rid of the mugwumps 
and coat-tailers who don't know 
whether they’re Republicans or 
Democrats until they see who is 
going to win the election. Then we 
have to get a ticket of good, clean 
candidates, avoid primary fights 
and get behind the ticket. We've 
got to snap out of the lethargy that 
has come over some of us and real- 
ize that with a good ticket and a 
hard campaign we can win.” 


30 Cases of Mumps in - City.

FIGHT ON BILL TO INCREASE 
GOLF FEE IN FOREST PARK 


Frank Molumby, Olub Presider, 
Opposes Plan to Charge $25 
for Permit to Play. 

A bill before the Board of Alder- 
men to increase the cost of a per- 
mit to play golf in Forest Park 
from $10 to $25 a year was opposed 
today by Frank Molumby, president 
of the Forest Park Golf Club. 

The measure was introduced be- 
cause the maintenance expense of 
the courses was not realized last 
year. Director of Public Welfare 
Joseph M, Darst said the bill would 
encourage paying for golf by the 
round—25 cents for nine holes, and 
50 cents for 18. 

Molumby contended that last 
year’s income from the courses 
was not a fair average figure, as 
the courses were under re-construc- 
tion by PWA, causing permit hold- 
ers and members of the club to go 
to other links, He estimated that 
90 per cent of the 500 club mem- 
bers last summer played elsewhere, 
and predicted the proposed increase 
would reduce the number of play- 
ers this year by half, although it 
appeared the courses would be in 
excellent shape. The average per- 
mit holder plays 150 games of 18 
holes a year, Molumby said, and he 
believes the income this year will 
be sufficient for maintenance at 
the present rates. The club will 
oppose the bill if a public hearing 
is held. he said. 


SENTENCED ON MANSLAUGHTER

Harry E. Jerrold Gets Two Years; 
Murder Trial Last Year Re- 
sulted in Hung Jury. 

Harry E. Jerrold, whose trial] for

Sweetbreads on .Celery Nest 
Soak desired portions of sweet- 
breads in cold water. Drain and 
place in acidulated water With salt 
and bring to a boil. Let cook for 
five minutes. Drain and immediate- 
ly plunge into cold water. Remove 
all skin and membrances. Place on 
all skin. and membranes. Place on 
sweetbreads generously with butter 
and a little more salt and some 
pepper. Bake, basting frequently 
for about one-half hour in a mod- 
erately hot oven. 

Cut up one quart of celery in %- 
inch pieces, removing all strings, 
and cook for about 15 minutes or 
until tender, in a little soup stock, 
or water in which place one or two 
bouillon cubes.

Sunshine Cake 

Boil one and one-fourth cups of 
sugar and one-half cup of water 
until it forms a soft ball when a 
little is dropped from end of spoon 
into cold water. Beat the whites of 
six eggs and slowly pour on syrup. 
Beat until cool. Beat the yolks of 
six eggs light and add slowly. Sift 
one cup of cake flour four times 
with one teaspoon of cream of tar- 
tar and a pinch of salt.

Standards for 
Children Need 
Some Latitude 


Parents Cannot Expect Per- 
fection Always From 
Youngsters.

ONSCIENTIOUS mothers often 

' make life miserable for the very 

children they are suffering to 
serve. There is no such thing as 
100 per cent, not on this earth. If 
a child approximates the standard 
he does well, and we will do well to 
pause and encour- 
age him and wait 
for his growth to 
erase the flaws. 

One mother 

wants her child to 
talk perfect En- 
glish, no slang. No 
ordinary expres- 
sions like “For 
Pete’s sake,” or 
“You big § stiff,” 
are tolerated. Fa: 
ther thinks that 
the natural way 
of speech (his be- 
ing the natural 
way) is the only 
way that will 
make it possible for his son to meet 
and make friends. Accordingly, he 
laughs at mother’s anxious correc- 
tions and speaks in the tongue of 
the playground and street. This is 
hard on the boy. He wants to please 
his mother, but his father ought to 
know how to talk and, anyway, his 
talk is easier. 
Then manners. Mother watches 
every move. “Remember, please, 
rise when I come into the room and 
stand until I sit. Never leave the 
room without facing those who are 
in it as you pass through the door. 
Keep your feet on the floor, always. 
Beg your father’s pardon. He was 
speaking and you interrupted him. 
Didn’t you see Mrs. Busby’s son? 
Say how do you do. Open the door 
for older people and stand aside 
until they pass. Think of somebody 
beside yourself!” 

All day long the stream of correc- 
tion and admonition flows over the 
boy, and yet, although people say 
he is very well-mannered, mother 
thinks he is semi-savage. She can- 
not teach him. If only his father 
would set him a good example. 
Father keeps right on in his accus- 
tomed way, not the well-mannered 
way at all. 

Then there are lesson and report 
cards. Only A is permitted these 
boys and girls. If their mothers— 
it is usually the mothers who are 
so anxious about the children — 
were asked to get A, the mark of 
perfection in their daily tasks I 
wonder how they would feel when 
their cards were handed them. Why 
not expect and accept a few B 
pluses, a few B’s, scattered along 
with the A’s? They must come to 
all except the extraordinary chil- 
dren. Surely one would not want 
every child to be extraordinary? 
Some of them come from families 
that are a little less than extraordi- 
nary. Why expect the children to 
excel them all in the short span of 
one generation? Why not be thank- 
ful that there are no D’s, no red 
ink marks on the card? Instead of 
wailing about the low level of good- 
ness it would be much more sensi- 
ble and honest to cheer for any 
goodness that is shown. 

It is right to hold a high stan- 
dard for the children, but we must 
be careful] that it is high in relation 
to the child’s abilities. What would 
be a low standard for one child 
might be an unobtainably high one 
for another. How high can your 
child go without cracking under the 
strain? That is the height of his 
standard for the present and the 
place where you begin to praise. 

Father ought to set a good exam- 
ple. Father and mother ought to 
agree, early in the child’s life, what 
the standards are to be and what 
each is to do toward helping the 
child reach his full height. But no- 
body, father, mother, teacher, 
should hold up the perfection stan- 
dard so high as to make a good 
pupil feel himself a failure. Per- 
fection is a relative form after all. 
Try to tell yourself how perfect 


perfection is and see where you get.

Bauer, and published in St. Paul, 
Minnesota. 

The tests made on prospective 
pilots include, of course, the general 
physical examination that would oc- 
cur in any job requiring good physi- 
cal fitness. Examination of the 
heart, lungs, kidneys, blood pressure, 
etc., are all made, but there are 
three general tests which the avia- 
tion pilot has to pass more rigidly 
than any other kind of an engineer. 
One of these is a special test for 
sight; another is for equilibrium, 
and the third is his mental re- 
actions. 


Eyes Better. 

The eyes must be better than nor- 
mal for distance vision, with quick 
and accurate vision and perfect 
muscle balance and, of course, there 
must be good color perception and 
no night blindness. An interesting 
test of the eyes is that of depth 
perception. This consists in the 


ability to judge distance, as used 
by flyers in taking off, in forma- 
tion flying at high speed, in ap- 
proaching buildings and other ob- 
stacles, and in making landings. 
The apparatus for making this test 
is called the “Howard Dolan Ap- 
paratus,” and consists of a black 
box with two pegs, one stationary 
and the other movable. One side 
of the box is open so that the ap- 
plicant can see the pegs. They are 
attached to strings and he is told 
to place the pegs side by side. If 
he is not able to do this closer 
than 30 millimeters he is disquali- 
fied. 

Color perception is naturally ‘im- 
» portant for a pilot, and people with 
color blindness are eliminated by 
the usual tests.
